HIS Famous Country has its preſent 
Name, 'as by moſt Authors is agreed, 
from the Franci, or Franks, a People of

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Climate. Tr is (cituated between the degrees of 15 and 29 
of Longitude, and between 42 and 51 of Laticude, 
in the Northern Temperate Zone ,' between the 
middle Parallel of the fifth Clime, where the long- 
eſt day is 15 hours and 12 Minutes, and the mid- 


day is 16 hours and a half. 

Bounds. It is bounded on the North with the Brittiſh 
Ocean, and ſome parts of the Netherlands, on the 
South with part of the Pyrenean Mountains, and the 
Mediterranean Sea ; on the Eaſt with a branch of 
the Alps, and the Countries of Savoy, Switzerland, 
and ſome parts of Germany, and the Rhine ; and on 
the Weſt by the 4quitanian Sea, and the reſt of the 

 Pyrenean Mountains. | 

Diminſions The figure of it is, according to moſt, ſquarith, 

andF3gire. and to others roundiſh, or tending to an Oval, -but 
all agree thart it is almoſt of equal extent every way ;

tries, and make England much leſs than it 1s : for 
I have obſerved, they reckon all by 3 Miles to a 
common League, . whereas, I never could find, that 
a common French League was more than 2 com- 
mon Miles; and .if it be ſaid that in fome places 
they have much longer Leagues, that 1s balanced 
by anſwering, that in ſome parts of England, there 
are hkewiſe very long Miles. An eminent Geogra-

tzin 200 Millions of Arpens of Land, (which is a 
meaſure ſomething more than an Acre. 

Diyifion. The Ancient Gzl/ia or G a! was diſtinguiſhe by 
ſeveral Diviſions, but as not intending a Hiſtory, 
bur only a ſhort Deſcription, I ſhall rake notice of 
but only two made by rhe Romans after they be-

Firſt, According to its Eccleſiaſtical Government. 
Secondly, According to irs Civit Government, or 
Adminiſtration of Juſtice. And thirdly, Accord- 
ing to its military Government. 
x. According to its Eccleſiaſtical Government, it 
is divided into 17 Archbiſhopricks, containing 106 
Brſhopricks and Diocefſes, beſides the Archbiſhop- 
Ticks of Cambray, Beſangon, and the Biſhopricks of 
Arr as, St. Omers, Tyres and Perpignan, in the Con- 
queſts, which arc ſubdivided into Pariſhes. 

2. According to'the Civil Government, and Ad- 
miniſtration of Juſtice, it js divided into 10 Par- 
liaments, beſides ſeveral other ——_ Courts, 
and into many Bayliwicks and Seneſchalchies, 

3. According to the Military Government, it is 
divided into twelve Governments within France, 
and four in the Conquered Countries, being fixteen

the-Mountains as the Va'es; every where watered

av11] hardly barter of late years, but Trade only for 
Money, for the moſt part. The Country 1s eve 
where well ſtocked with freſh Fiſh, ſtore of Vent- 
fon, though little eaten by them 3 Wildbores there 
much priſed, with Rabbits, Hares , and all ſorts of 
W1ld-Fovl, and ſome unknown to us: They want 
not good Bcef, which is very ſweet, nor Mutton, 
which is generally ſweeter than in England, nor ex- 
cellent Pork ; and as for tame Fowl they have it in 
much more abundance than in England, and the 
Provinces of Normandy and Brittany , furniſh great 
ſtore of good Burrer, falt and freſh; but for Cheeſe, 
they buy conſiderable quantitics from the Hollanders 
and Sitters. 


Riches and By what has been faid, their Riches cannot but

be very great and inexhauſtible, conſiſting in ſo ma- 
ny rich and inland Commodities, that like ſo many 
Loadſtones attraR the greateſt parr of the riches, 
both of Europe and of the whole World into France. 
For their Wines, Brandy, Salt, Canvas, Silks, Stuffs, 
and Toys, are Commodities which conſtantly bring 
them vaſt profits from England, Holland, and all 
the Northern Regions; and then in the Spaniſh Do- 
mintons, they vend ſo much Corn, Linnen, Flax, 
Canvas, Cordage, Stuffs, and all ſorrs of  Manufa- 
ures, that they fill their Country with the Coin of 
that Nation in return ; they likewiſe diſperſe great 
quantities cf the ſaid Commodities in [taly and 
Barbary, and of late , they drive a A_—_— 

rade 
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Trade in the Weſl-{ndiesr, and have made (ome pro- 
gr efs in the Kaſs. : 

- Their uſual accounts: are kept by Deniers,- Sols, 
and Livers +a Liver is twenty of their Sok,or Pence, 
which 1s alittle more. than eighteen pcnce of our 
Money, and their .Denicr 1s the twelfch parr of a 
Penny, and very convenient for buying ſmall quan- 
ricies of things, and reckoning Frattions ; bur theſe 
Denjers in.Specie or Coyn, are uſed bur in the parts 
of France, rempte from Payis. Next are their 
Doubles, which are worth two Deniers, and arc the 
ſixth part of a Penny, though formerly they went 
for Liards or Farthinps, and ſtil] bear thar Inſcrip- 
tion 3 their Carolus's, or pieces of five Doubles, are 
abſolute, though ſtill. uſed in reckoning, their Sols 
or Pence called Sols Marques, or marked Pence, of 


a mixt Metal, that went in the War time for- five. 


Farthings, bur now but for a Penny ;, then they 
have-their three pence halſ-penny pieces, that go 
in England bur for three perice , half three pence 
half-penny pieces, five penny pieces ; fifteen pence 
Pieces, or Quart-D'ecu's, Half-Crowns, or thirty 
pence pieces, and Crowns, which are reckoned here 
at four ſhillings ſix pence, or fifry four pence Ster- 
ling , though they be worth ſmxrty Sols French : 
whereas an Englith Crown 1s valued there at ſixty 
five pence; and a pound Sterlin at thirteen Livers 
Tournors, or pounds French, contrary to what is ſet 
down in moft Books. Their Golden Coins are at 
preſent, Crowns of Gold weighing a Dram, and are 
worth five Livers and fourteen pence, Lys D'or, 
which are but- rare, worth ſeven Livers ten pence ; 
half Lewis's worth five Livers ten pence, whole 
Lewi's worth eleven Livers, and valued here art 
ſeventeen ſhillings and a groat, and ſometimes ſix 
ce ; Double Lews's, Quadruptes, and Octuples 3 

ut the ewo laſt are unuſual. Beſides theſe, moſt 
of the Monijes of Spain, both Gold and Silver, are 
here current, and the gold pieces are more numer- 
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ous than the French, viz. the Piſtols, half Piſtols, 
double Piſtols, Quadruples, and ORuples, of the 
ſame value as the Lewis's, half Lews's, double Lew- 
75's, &c. The ſilver Spaniſh Coins are Crowns, Du- 
cats, and other leſſer pieces: Gold Coins are more 
frequent in payments than Silver, and though the 
Peaſants be poor, there is a vaſt quantity of money 
always moving in the Kingdom, among the Cour- 
tiers, Tradeſmen, and Merchants ; but Spaniſh pie- 
ces are ſeldom, taken without weighing firlt. : 

Their Weights are different, as are [ikewiſe their 
Meaſures, the moſt remarkable, and neceſſary to be 
known by Merchants and Strangers, are thoſe of 
Paris, Ronen, Bordeaux, Lyons, and Marſtillts. 

1. The Weights of Paris are, the Ounce, the 


Pound, and the Quintal, which 1s accounted a. 


hundred Groſs, but is found to make a hundred 
pound of Lonaon Sutthe, two per Cent, more or 
leſs, and is of Lyons-weight, of ſixteen Ounces, a 
tundred and ſixteen. Laſtly,: There is the Cargo 
or. Great Quintal , which is three-hundred pound 
Troy weight. FMT 

Their Meaſures of length called Aulns or Ells, 
are two, one for Linnen, and the other for Silks, 
and are much abour the lengrh of the vantaged and 
unvantaged Aulns,- but (cldom uſed in Groſs , be- 
cauſe Silks and Stuffs, ec. in this City, are gene- 
rally ſold by weight; which makes recompence to 
the Buyer, for any defe& in them. Their Goncave 
Meaſures for- Wine, -are the Pint, which 1s about 
a London Quart, the Chopine, which 15s a London 
Cinr, and the Demyſthier, which 1s half a Pint ; 
the Cicern, which 1s eight Pints, or a Paris Gal- 
lon, ninety fix of which make a Tun, and a Muid, 
which comains two hundred and eighty Pants. 
Bur 1n the Country abour, theſe Meaſures are al- 
moſt double to Paris liquid Meaſure. 

2. At Ron, their Weights are chiefly the Kings 
Beam, or Viconte, being about a hundred ney

fix pounds Engliſh : Their Meafure of length, is 


the Auln , accounted ſomething better than forty 
ſix Inches : their other Meaſures are ſuch as are 


2” common through France. 


3. At Bordeaux, their Weight called a Quintal 
of a hundred pounds, makes a hundred and ten 
pounds Engliſh : their: Wines are — by 
Hopgſheads and Terces, and fold 1n Retail by Mea- 
ſures more than doubling thoſe of P are. 

4. Ar Lyons, the Weights moſt 1n uſe, are the 
Kings Beam, containing a hundred pounds, which 
is larger chan the largeſt Town-Beam by eight per 
Cent, by which, the Cuſtoms are proportioned, 
than there js in the greater Town-Beam, weighing a 
hundred pounds of ſixteen Ounces to the pound, 
uſed for groſs goods : And the leſſer Town-Beam 
called the Pound-Mark, containing a hundred 
pounds, at fifrcen Ounces to the pound, ufed for 
weighing Silks. The Meaſure of Lyons for length, 
is the Auln, which is forty fix Engliſh Inches, ſeven 
of chem making nine Engliſh Yards, and a hun- 
dred pounds ſuttle of London, makes 1n Lyons ninety 
ſix pounds and a half filk weight, | 

s. At Marſiilles, their weight is rhe Pound of 
ſixteen Ounces, a hundred-of which make a Quin-' 
ral, three Quinrals the Cargo; the Quinral js eighty 
gh and a half Engliſh pounds. Their Meaſures 
of length are the Cane, which they divide into 
eight Palms, which make two Engliith Yards and 
one eighth part. Their Concave Meaſure for Corn, 
Salr, &*#c. is the hline which makes little above the 
th'rd part of che Eng'1ſh Quarter. 

Bur Weights and Meaſures general for the whole 
Kingdom, are the Mark, by which, are weighed 
Gold, Silver, and great Pearls, containing eight 
Ounces, each Ounce containing twenty four Dz- 
niers, and each Denier twenty four Grains. The 
Mark weighs three Carats, each Carat being reckon- 
ed for the third part of an Ounce, and is uſed by 
B 5 the 
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the Changers : For Corn-and Salt they have their 
Minots, their Muids, and their Boiſſeaux, or Buſh- 
els ; the Boiſſcau, or Buſhel, is little more than an 
Engliſh Peck. Their Inch is ſomething bigger than 
ours, and conſequently their Foot, which 1s larger 
by half an Inch than the Roman Foot : their Lands 
are quay arora; Arpents ; an Arpent of P aris colt- 
tains a hundred Perches ſquare, every Perch con- 
taining ewenty two Feet: the diſtances of places 
are meaſured by Leagues, the leaſt Leagues contain 
twelve thouſand P aris Feet, and the greater twenty 
thouſand like Feet. 

As for their Buildings in. France, they are gene- 
rally of Stone, and at Paris very high, made mighty 
ſtrong with Timber, and the kloors of Plaiſter of 
Paris, or paved with pretty Tiles, or elſe covered 
with Wood wrought with inlaid work z all which 
the better and neater ſort keep well rub'd. Their 
Noblemens Houſes are all very ſpacious, regular and 

nificent, with ſtately Portals, and fine Courts 
and Gardens, and handſome ſtabling behind, or 
on the ſide. The chief Buildings in France are the 
Palaces of the Kings, of which more in their place 3 
ſome Cathedrals, __ Hoſpitals, and Religi- 
ous Houſes of Modern Foundation, in which t

"Es preſent Inhabirants are the French, who Inhavi- 
' area mixture of the ancient Gauls, Romans, t41ts. 
Goths, burgundians, and Francs, from which laſt 

they derive their name, who ſometime before they 

ſciſed on France, had ſeated themſelves about Fran-

ſuit; thus they are naturally ; But the preſent King, 
who has much of the ſober mixture.of a Spaniard 
in him, has made it appear to all Europe, That His 
French well moderated, are capable of making as 
wiſe, difcreer, and fedate Counſellours as any 1n 
the World, and as capable of managing ſecrets, 
which has been thought a thing almoſt incompati- 
ble with the temper of this Nation : Then, as for 
Souldiers, by providing well for them, as for Cloths, 
Victuals, and exa@ pay, by good Diſcipline, and 
by frequent, but cautious fleſhing them in Wars, 
under experienced and fortunate Commanders ; and 
laſtly, by intermingling Foreign Forces of all Na. 
tions with them, to ſtir them up to emulation, He 
has made both his Infantry and Cavalry forn:idable, 
and it can no more be ſaid now, that the French 
know not how to ſtorm a Town, endure the Fa- 
rigues of a Sicge, or rally again when their Ranks 
are broken : As for Commanders, they always had 
ftore of them, and have now the greateſt plenty of 
them, . and the beſt of any one Country in Ex- 
Y00es 
This Country has in all Ages produced preat 
numbers of Learned Men, of which, and of all in- 
genious Artiſts, their Princes and great Men, have 
1n this laſt Age been very great Encouragers ; and 
all the Sons of their Gentry, as wcll thoſe that are 
defigned for Military Employments, as for the 
Gown, are bred up at leaſt to a competent knows- 
ledge of the Latin Tongue : So thar as uſually it 
happens under Great and Fortunate Princes, they 
now abound with Grear Scho'ars, Great Stateſmen, 
and Great Souldiers ; and their Paris 1s become the 

Rendezvous 
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Rendezyous of all the famous Wits and Artiſts of £x« 
rope, who fleck thither from all places, Their Gen- 


try is accompliſhe, polite and: civil, to the higheſt 


degree. They keep up their State'and Magnificence 
with ſuch a Decorum, as hinders them not from be- 
ing familiar and courteous to all ; the Ceremonies 
they obſerve. ſeem- natural, and they love nothi 

that is crampt and. preciſe. Their Citizens, Tradeſ- 
men, Artiſans ,, and very Peaſants, are generally 
more civil and courteous to Strangers, and in ordt- 
nary converſation , than thoſe of other . Nations. 
They are very airy, amorous, and full of talk, and 
always in ation or motion : In bargaining, by pre- 
valence of cuſtom, they will ask three or four times 
as much as a thing is worth, and will have it if 
you bargain not, and when they buy, bid as little, 
but if you. ſtand with them, you may buy cheap 
enough, and fell dear enough. They are very cha- 
ritable and good natured, and will do any thing for 
you by ſpurts, if you take them when they are 
warm: They are very quarrelſome, and given to 
Duelling, were they not fevercly reſtrained, but 
they are eaſily reconciled and diſpoſed to forget in- 
juries : But above all things, they are moſt given 
to Law-Suits and Contentions , there being more 
Lawyers and Law-Suits there than in all Chriſten- 
dom beſides, and that between the neareſt Relati- 
ons ; by which it comes to uu that the Lawyers, 
Judges, and other Officers of Juſtice, with the Par- 
tifans or Farmers of Taxes, are reckoned the richeſt 
Body in the Kingdom, excepting the Church-men.

ſometimes a Fowl; and at. Night, they have com- 
monly a joint of meat roaſted, or ſome good Fowl, 
with Fruits and Sallets; on Fiſh-Days they have 
their meager Broths of Herbs, with Fiſh or Pulſc 
in proportion ; and always a competent quantity of 
Wine. | 

The Noblemen, Gentry, and richer fort keep: 
very good Tables, though not (o profuſe as the Eng- 
lith, they chuſing rather to ſhew their riches 1a 
Coaches, Horſes, Liveries, Attendants, and other 
Equipage, than in Diet: Yet at Feaſts and Encer- 
rainments, they are generally more Magnificent 
than the Engiith « They uſe great variety of Haſhes, 
Entries, Kickſhaws, Poignant Sawces , and other 

made Diſhes ; But in Paſiry, they uſe only Paſtics 
and no Pies, among which, the Hare and W1ld-Boar 
Paſties are much in eſteem; they eat much young 
Kid, but Veniſon they prize it not.

Monarch 1s ['in point of precedence] the 
firſt King of Chr.ſtendom, notwithſtanding the op- | 
poſition of the Kings of Spin; who never diſputed, 
or did ſo much as take p'ace next afrer our Kings 
before the time of the Emperour Charl:s the Fifch, 
and then other Kings preceded them. Ir 1s true 
indeed, that that Emperour, being likewiſe King of 
Spain, becauſe his Miniſters and Ambaſladours pre- 
ceded thoſe of France, as repreſenting the Empe- 
rour ; the Spaniards under his Succeſſour Philip the 
Second, who was only King of Spain, endeavoured 
under that pretence 1n the Year 1558. at Venice, 
to gain the Precedence of Fraxce 3 but that Repnb- 
Iick regulated that diſpute , and ordered the Pre- 
cedence to be continued ro the Ambaſſadours of 
France,

the Kings, and gave Pepixn, who was but Mayor of 
the Palace, opportunity to aſſume the Crown, which 
tuving done, and fearing, thar if he continued any 
longer any ſach great Anthorirty as this, in an Offi 
cer, his own praRice might be returned on han 
and his S ors , he ſuppreſfed this Office of 
Mayor of the Palace, and Erected in irs ſtead, that 
of Seneſchal, for the Government only of his Route- 
hold, reſerving all the other powers, of that former 
Office, to himfelf. Yer it has happened ſince, rhar 
the Seneſchal for all that, has taken upon hinrſome 
Command in the Armles, even fo far as to have rhe 
Guard of rhe Kings Peffon : Some have calledihim 
the Great Gonfanonitr, or Standard-Bearer, 

This Office became Hereditary to the Counts of 
Anjou, ftoin the time of Geſfry Griſegonelle, ro whom 
King Robert gave jt abour the year 1002. and thoſe 
that exerciſed it abont the King, held it in Fee, of 
rhoſe Counts, to whom they did Homage for ir, and 
| paid certain acknowledgments, as gotng to meer 
the Count of Anjou, when he came to the Palace, 
Lodging hm, letting him ferve the King, &c. and 
- furmiſhing him in the Armies, with a Tent bip e- 
nough to hold a hundred Knights, as Hugh de Cle- 
r1es reports at large.

They wear Bonnets of Black-Velvet, with a golden 
Hat-band, and in Ceremonies of Peace, they uſe 
only Buckins, but in thoſe of War, they wear Boots. 
Ar Funeral Pomps of Kings or Princes, they wear 
over their ſaid Coars of Arms, long Mourning 
Robes, trailing on the ground, and bear a Staff cal- 
led a Cadacer, covered with Blue-Velver, and Em- 
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broidered with Flower-deluces of gold : They alſo 
bear e of them one of the Kings Medals avout 
their Necks : The Purſuivants are habired almoſt 
in the ſame manner, only they bear no Staves, as 
having no Commands themſelves, bur being only 
the Aids and Aſſiſtants of the Heralds. 

Their Office is to Declare War, or publiſh Peace, 
ro Summon Towns to yield, to afliſt ar folemn 
Oaths, in the general Aſſemblies of. the three 
Eſtares, at the Swearing of Treaties of Peace, and 
renewing of Alliances; at Coronations, where they 
beſtow Largeſſes on the People, of Gold and Silv 
Pieces ; and at Funeral Solemnities of debate 
Princes, and Princeſſes of the Blood. 

They march before the King, when he goes to 
make his Offering, on his Coronation-Day : They 
aſliſt at all Marriages of Kings and Queens, at the 
Ceremonies of the Knights of the Holy Ghoſt; art 
Royal Feaſts, as alio at all Chriſtnings of the Chil- 
dren of France, where likewile they make Large(- 
ſes ro the prope » Of picces of pold and filver :; 
And ar the Obſequics of Rings, or Royal Perſons, 
there are always: rwo Heralds that wait day and 
night at the Feet of the Bed of State, where the 
Body of the Deceaſed, or Fo Effgics. in Wax, lies, 
to preſent the ſprinkling Bruſh ro rhe Princes, I're- 
lars, and others of the Quality, required for that 
Ceremony, that come ro throw holy Water on the 
ſaid Body or Effgics. They have likewiſe many 
ocher FunQions art thoſe Funerals.

Of the Great Marſhal of the Lodgings, or 
Knight- Harbinger, and of the other Mar- 
ſbals of the Lodgings, and Harbingers. 


HE Great Marſhal of the Lodgings is Monſitur 
Lewis Doger deCavoye;z he has 3000 |. Salary, 
4000 {. Board-Wages at :the Chamber of DNeniers, 
600 /. a Month extraordinary allowance, and feyc- 
calother perquifites. : 

'His 'Office is, to receive the Kmpgs Orders con- 
eerning his Lodging, and thoſe of his:Courr, and 
tw-communicate them to the other Marſhals of the 
Lodgings and Harbingers. 

There are-twelve - Marſhals of the Lodgings, or 
otitef Harbingers, who have every one a Salary of 
8001. a yearly utty of 4001. and .g00 |. ex- 
traordinary 3 and when the Court 4s on the .march, 
4 hundeed pence a day for their Diet, which is 
peid them ifrom the day they have Orders to fer 
our. They ſerve quarterly, three every quarter, 
and in the time of cheir Waiting, have their Diet 
at three different Tables ; the furſt at the old Table 
of the Great Maſter, the ſecond at the Table of the 
Maſters of the 'Houſhold, and the third art the Al- 
moners Table. They have beſides, in the Armies, 
every -one their rations, or allowances of Ammuni- 
tion-Bread. 

They are ſworn by the Great Marſhal of the 


"| Ledgings, or -Knight-Harbinger , and bear in the

, or elſe a Staff garniſhed with Silver at top -

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the Kings Lodgings. The Staff of the Great Mar- 
ſhal of the Lodgings is garniſhed with Silver, both 
on the handle and the top, having on the Pommel 
or Handle, the Arms of Fraxce, and the reſt of the 
Handle ſet with Flower-de/nces, wrought in Dia- 
monds. 

Three Marſhals of the Lodgings, or chief Har- 
bingers, and four other Harbingers, when they come 
out of Waiting with the King, enter into Waiting 
with the Dauphin, and have there the ſame allow- 
ance they had with the King. 

There were formerly four Harbingers of the Bo- 
dy, but they were {uppreſſed in 1680. in whoſe 
room, the King eſtabliſhed cight Harbingers in Or- 
dinary, ORry Waiters, who wait two every 

arter, ſo that whereas there were before but forty, 
there are now forty eight Harbingers quarterly Wal- 
ters, ſerving by twelve a quarter, which have every 
of them, a Salary of 240 l. 120 /. gratuity, 450 b 
extraordinary, and when the Court Is on the 
march, a Crown a day fox their Dtet, from the 
day they ſet out 3 and 1n the Armies their rations 
of Ammunition-Bread. 

The places of all theſe are in the Rings Gift, 
and they are all (worn by the Great Marſhal, or 
Knight-Harbinger of 'the Lodgings. 

At the beginning of every quarter, the three 
Marſhals of the Kings Lodgings in Waiting, agree 
rogether, to ſeparate the twelve Harbingers for 
that quarter into three Bands, allotting four to each 


1. One of theſe Harbingers, who is ordinarily the 
eldeſt or Foreman, makes according to the ſtile of 
this Court, the Body, or the Groſs, that is to ſay, 
*tis he, that in the preſence of the Marſhal of the 
Lodgings , bx _ neem, . _ out . with 
Chalk, Firſt, The Kings, or the Kin ns 
zjoint Apartments. rs, The Offices. Thirdly 
The cating Halls, or Dining-rooms, and Pers 


: : 
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The Apartments of thoſe that are preferred in the 
Kings odgings. : 

Firſt, By the Kings Apartments, are meant, the 
Kings Bed-Camber, Anti-Chamber, Cloſet, Ward- 
robe, Guard-Chamber, and other neceſſary Apart- 
ments for the Kings or Queens perſons. 

Secondly, By the Offices, are meant the ſeven 
Offices, as the Gobler, the Kitchin, &c. afore-de- 
(cribed. 

Thirdly, By the Eating-Halls, or Dining-rooms, 
are meant, the Hall of the new Table of the Grear 
Mafter, otherwiſe called the Hall of Monſierr the 
Duke ; and that of the Great Chamberiains Table ; 
which two Tables ought to. be within the Kings 
Lodgings, when there 1s room enough, or clſe, as 
near as may be : Next the Hall of the Great Ma- 
ſters old Table, and that. of Maſters of the Hou- 
ſholds, which are ſometimes called the firſt and 
ſecond Tables of the ſaid Maſters; The Serdtax's 
Hall, or the Kings voiding Hall, the Almoner3 
Hall, the Quarterly Watirers , Valets de Chambers, 
or Bed-Chamber-mens Hall: There was likewiſe 
the Chief Val:ts de Chambres,or Bed-Chamber-mens 
Hall, but it was taken away on the firſt of January 
152, 

Fourthly, Under che name of the Preferred in 
the Kings Lodgings, are comprehended, the Great - 
or High Chamberlain, the Chicf-Genticman of the 
Bed-Chamber, the Great Maſter of the Wardrobe, 
the'Caprain of the Guards, and the Maſtcr of the 
Wardrove. In caſe the Lodging be o ſcanty, tht 
after the King 1s Lodged, there remain but cone 
ſingle Apartment, the Captain of the Guards ought 
ro have the preference of 1t before all others, 
and if there remain two, then the Chicf-Gentleman 
of the Bed-Chamber 1s to have the Firſt, and the 
Captain of the Guards the ſecond ; but if there be 
three, then the Great: Chamberlain 1s to have the 
preference before the two others. 

I 5 When 
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When the Queen marches with the King, the 
Marſhals, or chief Harbingers of the Kings Lodg- 
ings, after they have given Order for marking out 
Apartments for the Queen , are to cauſe other 
Apartments to be Chalked out in their Majeſties 
Lodgings, for her Ladies, in this Order; viz. Firſt, 
For the ay gy on or Stewardeſs of the 
Queens Houſhold, Secondly, For the Lady of Ho- 
nour. Thirdly, Fer the Tire-Woman, or Dreſling- 
Lady. Fourthly, For the Ladies of the Palace. 
Fifth ', For the Chicf-Gentlewoman of the Bed- 
Chamber. And fixthly, For the other Gentlewo- 
men of the Bed-Chamber : And if after the Queen 
be lodged, there remain but one Apartment more, 
then the Chief-Gentlewoman of the Bed-Chamber, 
ought to have it before any of the other Ladies, 
and Female-Officers. . - 

The Harbinger which makes the Body, when 
there is room enough, marks out to in the ſame 
Houſe, Apartments for the Chief-Phyſician, Chy- 
rurgion, and Om—_— the Body. 

The Harbingers of the Queens Body, or of the 
Dauphins, or Moxſieurs, cannot Chalk out any thing 
' that belongs to that they call the ſervice of the 
Body : Bur jt belongs to the Kings Harbinger that 
makes or hcads the Body to do tt, fo that they 
cannot mark any places for the ſeven Offices, bur 
thoſe that are appointed them by the Kings Rarbin- 
ger that makes the Body, that 1s, as is above cx- 
plained, that is, the Eldeſt, or Foreman of the 

Band, or Company. 

' 2+ Another Harbinger 1s to take care to chalk 
out all the wag, and Preferred , without the 
Kings Lodgings: Dy mg are meant, Firſt, 
The Lodgings for the Princes. Secondly, tor the 
Great Officers. Thirdly, For the Dukes and Peers. 
Fourthly, For the Marſhals of France, the Secre- 
taries , Miniſters of State , and other Perſons of 
Quality : And by the preferred without the Kings 
Lodgings , 
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Note, That the aw Rhingee that makes the 
Body, very often marks roche 'Ladgings , for the 
Banks, and abovclaid preferred perſons. 

3- Another Harbinger marks out the Ordinary of 
the Kings Houſhold, thar-is, Lodgings for the Offi- - 
cers of it, viz. For the firſt or chief Almoner, for 
the chief of the Houſhold, for rhe Maſter 
of the Heaſhold in Ordinary, for the Captain of the 
Guards of the Gate, for the Lieurcnant and Enſigns | 
of the Life-guards, and generally, for all the other 
Officers of the Kings H . 

It often happens, that beſides the Harbinger that - 
marks out the Stables in the Town, there is another 
that takes up Stables in the Neighbouring Villages, 
end Saw Lodgings for the Equipages. 

King is prevail'd on, with much 
facility, to grant to the Marſhals of his Lodgings; 
and his other Harbingers, Reverfions of their Pla- 
ces, jn fayour not only of their Sons, bur of their 
Grand-Sons, Sons--Law , Brothers , | and: Ne- 


phews. 

He alfo grants them Briefs, impouring them to 
retain or a certain ſumm to be dedutted our of 
the yearly Revenue of their places , and paid by 
their Succeſſours, for their Wives, if they have no 
Chiklren , for their Danghters; if they have no 
Sons, or if they have neither Wives nor Children, 


' for the younger Brethren of their Family... 


Art the firſt Entries made by Kings into any Cities 
of their Kingdom, the Officers of the Town are to - 
pay a certain ſumm as a Fee, to the Marſhals and 
Harbingers of the Rings Lodgings , or elfe the one 
half of the profits of the 'Triumphal Arches, Porches, 
Tapiſtries,. and all the Decorations, tis to fall to 
the Marſhals, and the other to the Harbingers. of - 
the ſaid Lodgings, " 
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The Marſhals of the Queens Lodgings, and of 
thoſe of the Dauphineſs, of Monſfiexr, of Madame, 
and the particular Harbingers of the Princes of the 
Eloud, of the Chancery, and of other Bodies, as 
alſo the Men or Meſſengers ſent by other Princes, 
Dukes and Peers, and other great Lords, to rake up 
. their Lodgings, reccive their Quarters or Lodgings 

from the Marſhals and Harbingers in Ordinary of 
the Kings Houſhold. 

Whenever Monſieur, of Madame, happen to be 
travelling in Company with the _ or the 
Dauphineſs, when the King tis not there, then the 
Marſhals or Harbingers of the Queen or Dauphine(- 
ſes Lodgings, are ro appoint Menſtexrs, Or Madams 
Harbingers, what Lodgings and Quarters they arc 
ro take up. 


The Marſhals and Harbingers in Ordinary of the 


Kings Lodgings, are reputed to be of the Body of 
the Kings Gene" armes, or Men at Arms, as having 
been formerly drawn out of the antient Companies 
of the ſaid Grand armes 3; and the late King Lewis 
the Thirteenth, (who under-ſtood exaQtly well the 
original of all the different Offices of his Houſhold ) 
gave the Marſhals of his Lodgings place in, and in- 
bogs nat them into his Company of Gend'armes, 
at the, Head of which, his Majeſty uſually fights on 
a day of Battel,or on any other occaſion ; and made 
the Harbingers ſerve in his Company of Muske- 
recrs, at the Siege of Corhie, to which ſervice he 
ſummoned all his whole Kouſhold, that is, the Ar- 
1i7e-ban of his Houſhold, which he placed by them- 
ſclves in bis Army. 

This ſaid number of Gena" armes detached out of 
the antient Companies, was uſually ſent before, to 
Provide Lodging and Quarters for his Majeſty, and 

the Troops « ws were with him: And ſill ro this 
day, the Marſhals of the Kings Lodgings, both in 
Town and Country, give out the Orders for the 


quartcring of the French Life-guards, of the —=_ 
re 
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dred Siſſers of the Gene armes of the light Horſe, 
of the Musketcers, of the Regiments of the French

Road, if he ask them, or reſolve any other Queſtion 
concerning them. | 

re are commonly at leaſt two Guides on 
Horſeback, that wear the Kings Livery, that ride 
a little before his Majeſty ro Condu him, and 
place themſclves ordinarily at the head of. the 
Light-Horſe. 

If there be any need of repairing the High-ways 
for the Kings Pallage, the Captain of the Guides 
uſually lays out what 1s needful for that purpoſe, 
and ts repaid again at the Treaſure-Royal.

Of he Military Officers, and Troops of the 
Kings Houſhold. 


= E OP of France have always kept ſeveral 
Guards for. their Security, and to preſerve a 
Life, that is, the Lives of their Subje&s. 

We read in Greg ry of Tours, in the eighth Chap- 
ter of his ſeverch Book, that Gontran King of Or- 


J /eans, or of the Burgundian part of France, ſecing 


$ his two Brothers, Sigebert King of Mets, or Aujtra- 


ſia, being that part of France towards Germany, 
including Loyrain and the Neighbouring Provinces, 
2nd Chilperic King of Paris, and of Soiſſons, had 
been affaſſmated, placed u great Guard about his 
Perſon, about the year 587. without which, he 
never went ro Church, or to his Recreations. 

So upon' different occaſions , the Guards have 
been reinforced and augmented. : 

Philip Aguſti being in the Holy Land In the 
year 1192. eſtabliſhed Serjeants at Arms, or Mace- 


$ Bearers, as rhay be ſeen {|n the Great Chronicles, 
where the Old Rrftorian, La Montagne, ſpeaking of 


the Aſſaſnes, dr rather Arſacides, a Deſperate ſort 
of people of Syria, whom their Princes uſed to ſend 
to aſfatinate 'the moſt eouragious and ative Princes 
among the Chriſtians, uſes theſe words : When the 
King (ſays he) heard this news, be began to be 


j frarfal of hinſilf, and by advice o his Cenncil, reſol- 
k 


ved to have bis Perſon well guarded, and choſt Ser- 
jtants with Macts, well armed and accoutrid, who 
were tight and day to attend him, to guard his Pey- 
ſon. The aid King matle uſe of the ſaid Serjeants, 
at the Battel of Boyvines, who behaved themſelves 
L 4 thac 
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that day ſo valiantly, that St. Lewis in the year 
1229. foanded for them, in memory of that a&ion, 
_ the Church of St. Catharine du Val, of the Scho- 

ars of Paris, according to an Inſcription to be 
Teen upon two Stones at the entring 1nto the ſaid 
Church, which contains theſe words: At the in- 
ereaty of the Serjeants at Arms, Monſieur St. Lewis 
founded this Church, and laid the firſt ſtone ; Ai 
for Joy of the Viftory obtained at the Bridge of Bou- 
vines, in the year 1214. The Serjeants at Arms, 
then in being, bad th: beeping of the ſaid Bridge, and 
-owed to God, that if be would give them the Vittory, 
they would found a Church, and dedicate it to St. 
Catharine,which was ptrformed accordingly : Where 
ac*is remarkable, that there are four Serjeants at 
Arms, repreſented upon thoſe two Stones, but 1n a 
diffcrent manner : There are two upon one of 
tt;em, holding in their hands their Maces at Arms, 
and armed Cap-a-pee to repreſent the Serjcants at 
Arnis, as they were in the Army, and upon the 
orhce ſtone, there are two more, whereof one is 
Clothed with a Coat with great Sleeves, cut in La- 
bels , wearing a Collar hanging down upon his 
Breaſt, and I ſuppoſe that ſignifies chelUſher at Arms, 
Waiting at the Door of the Chamber, (for ſtill to 
this day, the Uſhers of the Chamber bear Maces on 
Feſtival days) ro guard the Kings Perſon in the 
Day-rime; The other is wrapped up in a long 
Cloak well furred with furr, with a Bonnet 
on his Head, and his Mace 1n his hand, which re- 
prog; the Serjeants at Arms that watched by 
night. 
And Du Tillet, in his Chapter of the Marſhals, 
pag. 382. writes, that ſome of them were appointed 
to carry Maces before the King in the day time, and 
were called Uſhers at Arms, whole place is now 
ſupplyed by the Uſhers of the Kings Chamber, . 
and others to guard his Chamber 1n the night 


t1me. 
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Theſe Guards then took their name from the 
Arms they uſed, and ſo when they quitted the Mace 
to take the Bow they were called Archers. , 
| _ Charles the Seventh cnterrained a Guard of Scotch 
ſelefted out of the Auxiliary Forces brought over to 
hio1 by the Earls of Bucan, Douglas, and other 
Scotch Lords, to drive the Engitſh our of France, 
Philip de Comines calls them the Silver Guards, be- 
cauſe their Coats or Jackets, called Hoquetons, 
were ſet with ſpangles of Silver, and Goldſmiths 
Work. 

Lewis the Eleventh, .being at Puiſeaux, on the 
4th of Sept:mber, 1474. eſtabliſhed n Company of 
a hundred Lanciers for his Guard, under the Com- 
mand of one Heftor de Golart , who were every 
one*of them to have in their Rerinue, one Man at 
Arms , and two Archers: But afterwards he dil- 
charged the  Lanciers of their Archers, and rook 
them to himſelf, compoſing of them a little Life- 
guard of two hundred Archers, making one Lewis 
de Graville their Captain. p 

In the year 1479. when the ſame King began to 
grow Melancholy, and ſuſpitious, he ſer up another 
French Company of Guards, of which one Claudius 
de la Chatre was Captain 

The ſame Lewy * Eleventh too, ar the Recom- 
mendarton of Charles the Seventh, retained the 
Suiſſers in his Service, and in the year 1481. being 
at Tours, he made an Alliance with them, and took 
a Company of that Nation, for the Ordinary Guard 
of his Perſon. | 

Charles the Eight in 1497. ſet up a new Com- 
pany of French Guards, of which, Zam.s of Ven- 
dome, Vidame of Chartres was Captain. 

Francis the firſt likewiſe 1n the year 1514. raiſed 
another Company of fixty Archers , to which the 
next year, he added forty five more, under the 
Command of Raoul de Vernon. Burt ar length all 
theſe Companics were reduced to thoſe now 1h be-

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ing whoſe Denominations differ as much from the 
others, as the Arms now in uſe from thoſe then in

To take away all ſuſpition, and to make It im- 
poſſible for a Captain to have intelligence, or an 
ſecret Combination with all the people he has wir 
him, they are (o intermixed, that the Captain that is 
in Waiting, has the Lieutenants aud Enfigns of ano- 
ther Captain ; and the Guards themſelves are com- 
poſed of a Medley of a certain number of Souldi- 
ers taken out of every Company , to ſerve that 
quarter. 

The Captains, the Major, the Lieutenants, En- 
ſigns, Aid-Majors and Exemprs of theſe Compa- 
nies, bear all a Staff of Command in their Hands in 
the Kings Houſe , and Cy his Majeſty all 
the day long, a Foot, and a Horſeback. 

The Brigadeers have Partizans. 

Note, That thoſe that were formerly Great Ex- 
empts, had beſides their Wages and Gratuity, an 
allowance of fifty Crowns, which they went and 
received at their quarters end, at the Epargze,” or 
Spare-Treaſure. 

The King allows the Guards eyery day rwenty 
four Quarts 'of Wine, and twenty four Loaves, 
which the Clerk of the Watch of every Company 
cauſes to be brought them, which was formerly 
diſtribuied ro them by equal Portions, Morning and 
Night, viz. Twelve Quarts of Wine, and twelve 
Loaves every Morning, and as much every Night 
when the King was in Bed, but now 1t 1s all deatt 
our to them in the Morning, which Wine 1s called 
the Watch-Wine. They have allowed them, beſides 
this, on the four Grear Feaſts of the year, to every 
Company , two Gallons of Table-Wine , twelve

Art Extraordinary Ceremonies, as when his Ma- 
xſty 1s pleaſed to appear in an Extraordinary man- 
ner in Parliament, at the Creation or Iaſtalmene of | 
Knights, at Coronations and Marriages of Kings, at | 
the i of their Children, and at Royal Fu- | 
nerals, 

When his Majeſty is minded to fit in Parliament, 
they g0 to the Palace, and wait at the Door at the 
rop of the Great Stairs called the May-Pole Door, 
and condu@ him as far as the Entry of the Bar in 
rhe Great Chamber. 

And whea the King hears Maſs at the Holy Chap- 
pel, as he commonly does before he goes ro Parlia- 
ment, they wait on him art his ſides 1n the manner 
above-deſcribed, and when Maſs is done, conduet 
him thence to the Great Chamber, where tl,cy ay 
or

for him at the Entry of the Bar of the ſaid Cham- 
ber, whence when he comes out, they recondut 
him to the 'tops of the ſfatd Great Stairs, or elſe to 
his Coach : At the Creation or Inſtalment of 
Knights, fix of theſe Guards wait for the King three 
days one after another, at the Door of the Houſe 


' where the Aſſembly of the Knights is held, and Ac- 


company the King ſtep by ſtep, from thence, ro the 
Church, and every time he moves from his place, 
they march always cloſe by his ſides. 

At the Coronation of any King, fix Guards of 
the ${zeve, having under their Hoquetons, or upper 
Jackers, ſhorr-truſsd white Satin-Coars, with Bon- 
nets and Silk ſtockings anſwerable, wait without 
the Door of the Kings Chamber, from eight in the 
Morning, till his Majeſty comes our to go to Church, 
whither, and where-ever e!ſe he goes, they conti- 
nually accompany him. 

At the Kings Wedding, they have new and very 
rich Xoquetons, or Jackets. ; : 

Ar the Kings Funeral, they wear Mourning Suits 
under their Hoquetcns, or Jackets, and keep guard 
night and day about the y or Effigies of his 
Majcſty as long as it Hes in State : They onely are 
to put his Body into the Coffin ; and when the 
1s tranſported to St. Denis Church, which as Weft- 
minſter-Abbey here is the place of the Sepulchres of 
the Kings of France, they go before and wait for it 
in the Chappel whcre it is to be depoſited, ard 
keep Guard about it, till it be pur into the Vaulr, 
cown into which, they only are to carry It. 

In all the Ceremonies and Solemnities above-men- 
tioned, they have always rheir Partiſans in their 
hands, and their Hequetons, or Jackets on their

Captain of the Frenc>-Guards marches and 
yg immediately next rhe King, and near 
his Perſon, where cver he be or goes, whether at 
Table, on Horfeback, and in a Coach, and any 
where ciſe ; without ſuffering any to ſtep betweeh 
the King ahd him, that fo nothing may hinder him 
from having always his _—_— upon His Majeſties S4- 
cred Perſon. It's true, that in a very narrow paſ- 
ſage, the Captain of the Guards lers the 2uerry peſs 
before him, and nearer the Kings Perſon, becauſe 
he midy have the conveniency to affiſt his Majeſty 
upon any accident requiring his ſervice. 

The Lieurenant of the Guards marches almoſt al- 
ways before the King, becaufe the Caprain of the 
himdred Syiſſers, -to whom that Place is aſſigned, is 
moſt commonly not there ; but when he is there, 
then the Lieurenant of the Guards places himſelf on 
the Kings right hand, and the Enſign on his tefr ; 
but in the abſence of his Captain, he tales his 
place , and follows immediately behind his Ma- 


jeſty. 
The King honours the Captain of the Guards with 
a place in one of the es, or Caleches of the 
Body, and ſometimes in the fame Coach with him- 
ſelf; and if his Majeſty rides out on Horſe-buck, 
the Caprzin of the Guards takes Horſe in the very 
Court of the Lowwre, and at prefer, both the Ofi- 
cers and Souldiers of the Life-Guards, wait for the 
King, ready mounted, in the Court of the Lexvre, 
for fear whilſt they are waiting for him at one Door, 
he ſhould go out at another. 
The Captain of the Guards in the time of his 
Waiting, always Lodges in the Kings Palace, #$ 
near 
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near as may be conveniently to his Majeſtics Cham- 
ber 3 and 1n any of the Kings Palaces has the very 
firſt Apartment next the Kings, and before all other 
Officers: Ar Night he keeps the Keys, as we have 
' aid, under his olſter, 

When the King gives Audience to an Ambaſſa- 
dour, the Captain of the Guards receives him at 
the Quard-Chamber Door, and conduts him to the 
Audience-Chamber ; during the Audience he ſtands 
near the Rails , and when 1t 1s done, he conducts 
the Ambaſſadour back again, all along the Guard- 
Chamber, as far as the Door, the Guards making a 
Lane for them all the way. 

The Captain and Lieutenant of the Scotch Com- 
pany oy _ take their place near the King 
tho y be not in Waiting. . 

When the Guards that remain of the four Com- 
panties of Life-Guards , that are not 1n Waiting, 
or upon Duty, are drawn up (which is commonly 
called a Cornette of the Guards) whether it be to 
follow the King, or for any other Service, they ire 
Commanded by the Scotch Lieutenant, as was ſeen 
when the King was going to Marſal. | 

Ar the firſt Entries the King makes into any Ci- 
ties of his Dominions, the Scotch Officer in Wait- 
ing, takes for his Fees, the Silver Keys that the 
Magiſtrates of the City come to preſent his Ma- 


jeſty ; and befides, the ſaid Magiſtrates are to give - 


two pleces of Velvet to the Scorth Captain, and one 
to his Licncenanr, or in their abſence, to (uch uther 
Scotch Officers as Command 1n their places. | 

The Guards of the Scotch Company only keep 
the Keys of che Doors of the Quires of the Churches 
where his Majeſty is, as alſo thoſe of the Louvre, 
at Night, which when the King is in Bed they carry 
ro their Captain.

The Life-Guard men are always to keep Guard 
immediately before the Kings Anti-Chamber. 
There 1s always a Sentinel upon Duty at the en- 
tring 1nto the Guard-Chamber, to take notice. of 
e that goin. This Sentinel ſtands there with 
his Carbine , and ſers open both the leaves of the 
Door when the King, Queen, any Royal Verſon, or 
Ambaiſadours vn Audience Days, are to paſs in or 
out : Norte likewiſe, that when any Great Perſons, 
as thoſe of the Quality above-named, or the Princes 
of the Bloud, the Captains of the Life-Guards, or 
any other Lords of high quality are to paſs in or our, 
the Guards that are in the Guard-Chamber, as ſoon 
as the Sentinel hay given. them norice of their a 
pe by ſtamping with his .Foor on the Boards, 
rake rhemſelves preſently ro their Arms , and 
make a Lane rowards the Entry, into the ſaid Guard 
Chamber, tro do honour to thoſe Grear Perſons as 
they paſs 3 and as for their Captains, they ConduRt

Vhen the Ring goes forth of his Lodging, cicher 
on Foot, in a Chair, or in a Coach with rwo for- 
ſes, the Great Provoſts Guards march with their 
Officers #t the Head of them, on Fooc before his 
Majefty, imitiediately before the hundred Sayers, 
who mar before the Coach-Hoyſes, and when the 
Life-Guar&s tridutit on Rorſeback , the Provoſts 
Guards mount on Horſeback too.

with fix Horſes : Burt when the King is at any Pa- 
lace, or other place, where no ſach conveniency of 
ground js to be found, then the Officers and Guards 
of the Provoſtſhip, mark out for themſelves, as 
much ground next without the Gate, as extends to 
the length of a Pike, which the Regiments of 
French and Saiſſe-Gnards, or other Guards, are ob- 
liged to leave them, where rhey Poſt thewſelves 1n 
the manger aforeſaid. : 
Note, That the Sentinels already placed wichout

Both the Queen Mother, and the late Queen be- 
Ing dead, we ſhall ſay nothing of rheir Houfſhokds, 
ſave only, that their ſurviving Domeſticks, and me- 
mal Servants, as we have already remarked, till 
do, and will enjoy tkeir old Priviledges as long as 
they live. : 

Note, That the Mother, Anne-Marie-Mau- 
vitte of Auftria , of happy Memory , died at the 
Louure, the aoth of Fanpary, 1666. at the Age of 
64 years; and the late Queen Manrit-Tereſa of 
Auſtria, Daughter ro Philip the Fourth of Spain, of 
happy Memory, died at Verſailles, the 3oth of Fily, 
x683. at the Age of 45 years.

Of the Nobility in General. 


thoſe which are Princes , Pcers, and Great 
Lords, but all Gentlemen of ancient Deſcent, 
and that are enobled by the King, are reck- 
oned into the Body of the Nobility 3 and there the 
King often gives Letters of Nobility, as they are cal- 
led, whey he conſtirures the perfon receiving 
therti Noble, or makes him a Gentleman, - withour 
Conferring upon him any particular Title of Ho- 
nour, contrary to the praftice uſed in England : 
It js to be noted roo, that there, neicher Arts nor 
Sciences ennoble, neither Lawyers, nor Phyſicians, 
| P nor 


I France, as in moſt ocher Countries, not only 
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nor Divines, being accounted noble, or Gentlemen, 
unleſs they be otherwiſe (o, or enjoy ſome Place, or 
Dignity, that gives them the Title of Lord, which 
1s only temporary and perſonal, 

The Chief Priviledges of Nobles, or Gentlemen, 
are to be Excmpt from Taxes, and to enjoy ſome 
other immunities, and be capable of enjoying Dig- 
nities, and riſing ro Honour, If they take Church 
Dignitics, -or addi& themſelves to the Law, they 
derogate not from their Nobility, though they in- 
creaſe it not, but 1f they follow any Trade or Com» 
merce, or marry with any Family, not Noble, they 
derogate and loſe their qualityz and till of late, 
rhoſe that mcdled with Sca-Aﬀairs, were reckoned 
to derogate likewiſe, but that being found prejudt- 
cial ro the Improvement of the Power of France by 
Sca, It was Order'd by the preſent King, having 
concerns in publick Companies, ſuch as the Eaſt- 
In4ia Company , that ſludying or practiſing Sca- 
['xpericnce, ſhould not only not deropate , bur be 
encouraged with Priviledges 3 and accordingly ap- 
pointed publick Schools and Nurfcries in ſeveral 
Marine Places, with good Endowments , : wherein 
a conſiderable riumber of the younger Sons of the 
mcaner Nohllity, might be inflrutted in Naviga» 
tion and Maritime Aﬀairs, attd trained up to make 
uteful Sea-Officers : So thar now the younger Sons, 
or Cadets of the Gentry, are cithcr provided for 
in the Church, with Eccleftaſtical L1gnirics , of 
raiſe -theruſclves by Military employs, by Sea or 
Land, not ſo many as formerly affecting the civil 
ones, becauſe they are ſuch as are often enjoyed by 
the Sons of rich Citizens, or Farmers of Taxes, 
whom they a lirtle diſdain for Companions. 

The Nobility or Gentry in France js the moſt 
numerous of any Kingdom of the World, they being 
reckoned above ten thouſand able Bodies, avd-ge- 
nefally well educated in all accompliſhments that! 
may make them ſcryiceable to their Country, and 


- 
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in them conſiſts the Kings chief Force; and he is, 
in forhe reſpeRs, as ablolate- over them, as over 
the Peafants: for though they pay no Taxes, arid - 
c4tinor be legally compelled ro take Arms, unleſs 
upon an Invaſion, or imminent danger ; yet it is by 
Cuſtom, thought ſo diſgraceful for any Principals or 
Heads of greater Families, not to attend 'the King, 
and ſpend what they have in his Court, or Service ; 
or for Cadets, or younger Brothers, not provided 
for in the Church, to follow any thing but the 
Wars, by which only in a manner all Nobility was 
ever acquired there, that the King can never want 
 Souldiers among them : It being almoſt impraci- 
calle for a Gcntleman, any thing conſiderable, ro 
live privately, or retired there, unlefs he thrutt 
himſelf 1nto a Convent.

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The Quality of the twelve antient Peers of France, 
is at preſent but a kind of Ceremonial Dignity, by 
vertue of which, thoſe that poſſeſs it, have a cer- 
rain Rank or Precedence in France, at the Conſe- 
cration and Coronation of Kings, have Place in Par- 
ltament, and in the general Aſſembly of Eſtates, and 
enjoy the Honours of the Louvre : Their firſt In- 
ſtirurion js ſo uncertain, that it is impoſſhble to ga- 
ther out of Hiſtory their true Original, ſome attri- 
buring it ro Hugh Capet, and ſome ro Charlemaine, 
or Charles the Great: Bur the Original of the 
Name and Fun&ions of the Peers of France can pro- 
perly be derived from nothing elſe, then from the 
common uſe and cuſtom of Fiefs and Tenures, 
which is, that the Vaſſals holding moveable Ficfs 
fully and dire&ly of the ſame Lord, are called Pares 
Curie aut Domus, which is as much as to ſay, Peers 
» Bo Fiefs, or of the Court, that are to aftift when 
the Lord rakes poſſciſion of his Land ; to be preſent 
at thoſe days, when cauſes relating to the Fliefs, arc 
pleaded and judged, and have ſeveral other rights 
which are analogically common to them with our 
Peers of France, who in like manner aſſiſt at the 
Conſecration and Coronation of the King, who 1s 
the ſupream Lord, are Counſellers in his Court of 
Parliament , which for this reaſon is called the Court 
of Peers; ſo that in a word, the Peers of France are 
but as Tenants that hold of the Monarchy, and 
depend immediately on the Crown; ſuch as were 
the ſeven Peers in the time of Lewis the Tonng, in 
the year 1179, or in the time of Hugh Capet, who 
reunited to the Crown, the Dutchy and Peerage of 
France, or of Paris, which he poſſeſſed before he + 
was King : So that there remained after that, bur 
ſix ancient Peers, that were Seculars, to which at 
ſeveral rimes, by degrees,. were afrerwards added 
ſix other Ecclefeaſtical Peers, over whom, Lewis the

T7 E Orders of Knighthood were always uſed as 
honourable recompenſes , and marks of the 
Kings favour to ſuch as had ſignalized their ſervice 
to their Prince and the State: Kings likewiſe have 
been uſed to confer them on ſuch as have the ho- 
nour to be of Kin, or allied to them, or conſider- 
able perſons 1n the State. 

It being needleſs to ſpeak here of all the Orders 
of Knighthood that have been inſtituted in France, 
it will ſufficienc to rell you, that there was for- 
merly the Order of the Stay Inſtitured, ['in memor 
of the Star that Conducted the three Kings, or wiſe 


{ Men of the Eaſt to Bethlehem ] by Robere the Devout, 


King of Fraxce, in the year 1022. which is attri- 
buted to by ſome, to Hugh Capet, but more com- 
monly to King Fobn, becauſe aſter a long diſuſe, he 


{ reeſtabliſhed 1t 1n the year 1351. 


The Knights of this Order were the Figure of a 
Star wrought in gold, with five rays upon their left 
Breaſts:: The Great Collar of the Order was made 
like a Chain of gold wreathed with three Links,

Of the Orders of Knighthood, at preſent [ub- 
/iſting, called, the Kings Orders. 


A? preſent there arc on!y two Orders of Knight- 
hood ſubſiſting, viz. of St. Michael, and of 
the Holy Ghoſt, which are uſually calied, the Kings 
Orders. | 

The Order of St. Michal was Inſtituted the firſt 
day of Augu/t, in the year 1459. by King Lewis 
the XT. in honour of St. Michacl the Archangel. 
He Ordained , that this Order ſhould confiſt of 
rhirty fix Knights, which ſhould be obliged in ac- 
cepting it, to quit all other Orders they might haie 
received from Foreign Princes, unleſs they were 
Empcrours, Rings, cr other Sovereign Princes,vvho 
only were priviledged to wear it togerher with the 
other Orders, of which themſelves were Chiefs or 
Soveraigns; with a Proviſo nevertheleſs, that the 
Brotherhood, by common conſent, might modifie 
this regulation, oi, fo their pleafure: And in 
like manner, he provided, that the Kings of Franze 
{ſhould be free to wear the Orders of other Princes 
with this Order. : 

The Knights of this Order wear a golden Collar, 
wrought all in the form of double Sea-Shelts, _ 
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laced one with another, L x) ay overt « yp {pat 
poſcul of « , pots tag'd with gold, at 
the end. of which, hangs a Medal, on which, is En- 
graven:a-Rock, upon which is figured St. Michael 
Fj with theDragon: ButFrencey the irſt chan- 
Laces, called true Lovers Knots, into Cords 
of gold of the faſhion'ef thoſe worn by the Corde- 
lier Fryers, becauſe he bore the name of the Foun- 
der of that Order, : 
All the Knights of the Holy Ghoſt are obliged by 
way of -preparation, to take this Order the Eve 
before they are to take that of the Holy Ghoſt; for 


which reaton , 'their Arms are Encompalled with 


the Collars of both the Orders, and tl1ey arc called 
Knights of the Kings Orders, in the plural num- 
ber. ; 

Of the whole number of thoſe that had formerly 
received the Order of St. Mich2e/, the King (feleted 
and retained a hundred on the 12th of Zanzary, 
156g, of which a Liſt was Printed, ſince which, 
his Majeſty has reformed feveral of them, as you 
may ſee in'the following Liſt. 

The Order of the Holy Ghoſt was Inſtitutcd at 
Paris, on New-Years Day, in the year 1579. by 
Henry the Third, King of France and Poland, as an 
Eternal Mark of his Piety, and thankful acknow- 
ledgment he defired to render to Almighty God, 
for the repeated and ſignal Favours he had received 
from him on the day of Pentecoſt, or of his ſending 
the Holy Ghoſt ;, for that on char day he was Born, 
was Eleted king of Poland, and ſucceeded to the 
Crown of France by the Death of Charlzs the Ninth.

Henry the Great took out of the 
Collar of the Order, the Cyphers of Henry the Third 
his Predeceſſour , and cauſed to be pur in their 
place, Trophies of Arms interlaced together , and 
mtermingled with Crowned H's.

the Lords which are to receive the Order, who pre- 
ſently advance towards his Majeſty, one after the 
other, or elſe by two and. two, and knecling down, 
take rhe uſual Oath, holding their two hands be- 
riveen his Majeſties, in the manner aforctaid, and 
rouching the Book of the Holy Goſpels, which 1s

On the 8th of Fanuary, 1668. the Marquiſs of 
Nereſtang took the uſual Oath to the King, for the 
Office of Great Mafter of the Royal Order of N6tre 
Dame de Mont-Carmel, and of St. Lazarus of Feru- 
ſalem, both on this ſide of, and beyond the Seas : 
After which, his Majeſty put on upon him the Col- 
lar and Croſs, in the Preſence of his principal 
Lords; and at the ſame time, he took his leave of 
his Majeſty , to go and Command a Squadron of 
Ships deſigned for the Guard of the Coaſts of Brit- 
tany : But he voluntarily reſigned this Office jnto 
the Kings hands again in 1673. 

The Marquiſs of Louvois was received Vicar Ge- 
neral of this Order the 18th of February, 1673. at

HE High Conſtable was the firſt of all the Of- 
T cers of the Crown, and next to the King, was 
Sovereign Head of the Armies of France, and took 


lace immediately next after the Princes of the 

lood, chiefly in Parliament. At firſt, he was no 
more than the Great Maſter of the Horſe is now, 
as appears by the Etymology of the word, which is, 
Comes Stabali, i. e. Count of the Stable t On the 
ſides of his Coat of Arms, he bore as a mark of 
his Dignity, two naked Swords, with: the points 
ws held by a right-hand armed, with a Gant- 
ter coming out of a Cloud : He was ſworn. by the 
King himſelf. 

At publick Entries 'of Kings, the Conſtable 
marched foremoſt before his Majeſty, on his right 
hand, holding a naked Swords And when the 
King fate on his Bed of Juſtice, or kw the Aſſembly 
of the general Eſtares, ſate before him on his 
right hand, | 

The Power of this Officer was much augmented 
by the Succeſſours of H»gh Capet, when the Office 
of Mayor of the Palace was ſuppreſt, and though 
there were Conſtables before Hagh C apet, yet they 
hed till then, no power in the Armies : If we may 
believe M. ds Tiltet, who ſets down the Conſtables, 
according to their Succeſſion, the firſt to be found 
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in Hiſtory, was Froger of Chilons, utder Lewis the 
Groſs, who therefore may well be called the firſt 
Conſtable, he being the firſt that ever enjoyed that 
large power the Conſtables enjoyed after that time, 
rw whoſe Command in the Armies, the very Princes 
of the Blood were ſubjected. | 

He that firſt Exalted the Power of Conſtable to a 
Soveraign Command over all the men of War, 
not excepting the Princes of the Bloog, was Mat- 
thew the ſecond, Baron of Montmorency. 

The Conſtable had right to take a days pay,as his 
Fee, of all Military Perſons encred into the Kings 
pYs at the firſt payment they received, and of the 

orſe aud Foot that were under the Command of 
the Maſtet or Clerk of the Croſs-Bow-men, and in 
general, of all thoſe that were paid by the Treaſu- 
rers of the Wars, except only the Princes of the 
Blood and their Domeſticks, that ſerved in the War 
at their own Expences, and the Officers and Soul- 
dicrs at Sea. 

It was Treafon to. offend the Conſtable, as it 
was Judged in the Caſe of Peter de Crain , 'who 
had atrem upon the Life of Oliver de Tlifſon 
High Conſtable. | 

JCI , or Court held at the Marble 
Table, is called the Conſtablerie and Marſhalſey, and 
though the Office of Conſtable was ſuppreſt by 4 De> 
claration of the laſt King, in 1627. after the Death 
of the then Duke de Ltsdiguieres, the laſt Conſtable, 
yet'fo much of hk Jurifdition and Powef, as was 
exerciſed at the Marble Table, remains ſtill in the 
hands of the Marſhals of France, that were formerly 
but his Lieutenants. :

The Provoſts of the Marſhals, or Provoſt Mar- 
ſhals, are Roval Judges , eſtabliſhed in every Pro- 
vince under the Authority and dependance of the 
Marſhals of France. 

They have Juriſdiion-over all Vagabonds and 
people that are no Houſe-Keepers ; and in many 
Caſcs, over them that are Houſe-Keepers too, if 
they commit any Robberies on the High-way, if they 
be Incendiaries, Coiners of falſe money, or be 


guilty of wilfal Murther, and other Crimes. 
The 


Marſhals of France were at firſt but two in 
number, but ſince that, the neceſſity of Aﬀairs has 
given occaſion ſometimes to the doubling of that 
number. There were four under Charles the Se- 
venth , who were afterward reduced to the old 
number: Francis the Firſt, finding himſelf obliged 
to maintain three or four Armies, to oppoſe the 
great Enemies, which he had always to deal with, 
revived again the number of four, and ſoon after 
added a fifth, who was Francis of Montmorency, Son 
of the Conſtable of that Name, by way of recom- 
pence to his Father, for the Office of Great Maſter 
of France, which he had reſigned by his Orders to 
the Duke of Gaiſe, but with this condition, that 
this fifth place ſhould be ſupyreſt upon the Death 
of the Firſt of the five that ſhould die : The Duke 
of Mayennq made three during the time he was head 
of the League ; and Henry the Great, when by the 
acknowledgment of his Subje&s he came to be 
peaceable Poſſeſſour of the Kingdom, Created two 
of thoſe three Marſhals of France, viz. Urban de

ore the Invention of Canon, there was a Great 
Maſter of the Croſs-bows, and Battery-Men, called 
Cranqueneers, who had the Super-intendance over 
all the Officers and Machines for Battery : The 
Cranquins were certain Engines then in uſe for Bat- 
tering the-Walls and Gates of Towns, not unlike 
thoſe we read of in the ſtories of all Nations of 
thoſe and elder rimes. Ir is the common opinion, 
that this Office has been ever ſince the time of St. 
Lewis, and in 1411, under Charles the Sixth, the 
Sieur de Hangeſt was Great Maſter of the Croſsbow- 
Men ; in lieu of which afterwards was ſubſtituted a 
Captzin-General of the Powder of the Artillery ; 
which Title was uſed till the rimeof Henry theGrear, 
who in the year 1610. Erced it into an Office of 
the Crown, under the Title of Great-Maſter, m fa- 
your of Maximilian de Bethune, Duke of Suilly, his 
Favourite. 

Ar preſent in every Army of FFance, there is a 
Lieurenant of the Artillery, that has Command over 
all the Equipaze of the Artillery, and rakes care 


of its condutting, who depends of the Greax 


Maſter. 

The Great Maſter has the ſuper-intendance over 
all the Officers of the Artillery, as Canoneers, P10- 
neers , Wheel-wrights , Rope-Makers Di orher 
ſmall Officers, of which he keeps a Muſter-Roj] in 
all the Kings Armies, in every one of which, he has 
his Licutenancs, although in Caſes belonging to their 
Offices, the Marſhals of France haye likewiſe a Com- 
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mand over the ſaid Officers : Iris rhe Great Maſter 
of the Artillery that gives. Order for making all 
works in* the. Arniies, as well at Steges of Towns, 
and in their Marches, and he has*power over all the 
Arſenals of France: . He has alſo the charge of moſt 
of the Tents and Pavilions of the Army, and has the 
Seat of his JuriſdiRion in the Arſenal at Peri. 

» The Great Maſter of the Artillery is always Colo- 
nel of the Kings Fuſileers.

There are Licutenant-Generals of the Artillery in 
the ſeveral Provinces, and in every Army, the prin- 
cipal at preſent, are the Marquiſs de la Frexeliere, 
Fr. deVigny , Licutenant-Colonel of the Fuſileers, 
ard' Bombardeers, and M. de Mets, Licutenant-Ge- 
reral of the Artillery of Flanders. 

There 1s likewiſe, a Comptroller-General of the 


Artillery, M. Camus de Clos, Intendant of Catals- 


nia; a Treaſurer-General, M. Stephen Landais;z a 
Guard-General, M. Michael Pellttitr; a Commiſſary 
General of the Powder, MA... .. a Secretary-Gene- 
ral, M. Foacbim Fautritrz; another => M. 
Lewis Rouſſeau; and laſtly, one Bayliff of the Ar- 
ſe and of the Arſenal, M. Noel Euſtace Pean de 
Coveſnay. 

And becauſe the King of France has his Wars by 
Sea, as well as by Land, having treated of the Con- 
ſtable and the Marſhals of France, who have ſucceed- * 
ed in his Authority, who are the chief Commanders 
of his Armies by Land , we ſhall now proceed to 
ſpeak of the Admiral, who has the chief Command 
over the Naval-Forces, and all Maritime-Afﬀeairs.

s 4 E preſent Admiral of France is the Count of 
Toulouxe, Lewis-Altxander of Bourbon, Legiti- 
mated of France, who is ſtiled Admiral, or Grear. 
Maſter of the Seas, and chief and' ſuper-imendant 
of the Commerce and Navigation-of France, being . 
Conſtiruced fo in the Month of November, 1683» 

The Great Admiral bears, for a mark of his 
Charge, two Anchors paſſed: Salteir-Wiſe, behind . 


* his Coat of Arms. 


The Admiral is one of the Officers of the Crown, . 
and Commands in the Wars at Sea with the ſame 
Authority as did the Conſtable formerly, and art - 
preſent the Marſhals of France, in thoſe by Land; 
The Power of this Office is very Great, and was 
much augmented by King Hery the Third, in fa- 
your of the Duke 4e Fyyeuſe, one of his. Favourites, 
thar was then Admiral. 

The Admiral grants out: Commitſſions to Priva- 
teers to Arm and pur out to Seca againſt the Enc- 
mies of the State, and has Power to make Truce 
with them upon the Sea , for three Weeks, of his - 
own private Authority ; without his leave no Veſſels 
can enter into any-Port 3 he has the tenths of all 
the - a taken at Sea: He is Judge in all Maritime - 
Cauſcs, and the Appeals from his Sentences are 
brought to the Parliamenr of Paris; but he has no - 
Place there by vertue of his Office. His Chief Courc 
1s kept at the Marble Table in the Palace at Pars, 
whicher Appeals are brought from the Judges of . 
his inferiour Courts ; and he has his S a 
take 
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rake i. gage of all Delinquencies and Differences 
that ariſe, as well about Contrafts and Agreements, 
made either for Warlike Aﬀairs, or for Merchan- 
diſe, Fiſhing, and all other things whatever, whe- 
ther Civil or Criminal, putting in under him what 
Licurenant he pleaſes, he gives ſafe Condutts and 
Paſs-Ports by Sea, and Licenſes for Herring-Fiſhing 
and other Fiſhing, and caufes Watch and Ward to 
be kept on the Sea-Coaſts,when there is occaſion, by 
thoſe who are ſubje& to that Duty ; and appoints 
Men of War to guard the Fiſher-Boats in time of 
Herring-Fiſhing. 

The Name of Admiral was borrowed from the 
Arabians, who came by Sea, png in Iltke an In- 
undation, on the Chriſtians in Europe , and afcer 
having roved over all the Seas of this Quarter of the 
World, Conquered Spain, and from thence made 
deſcents into France, by the Coaſts of Guiezne and 
Pritouz, during the ſpace of ſuch long Wars, the 
French had frequent Communication with them, ane 
he that Commanded in Chief over all the other 
Commanders of that ſo potent and formidable Na- 
val Army, being commonly called in the Arabian 
Tongue, Amiral Muſulmin, that is to ſay, Prince of 
the True Believers, (for ſo thoſe Infidels affe&t to 
call them(clves) the French, who retained only the 
firſt SylHabtes of that Name, took occaſion out of 
the corruption of it to form the name of Amnirat, 
3. e. Admiral, which 1s the Title they have ever 
ſince applied to thetr chicf Commanders, or Gene- 
rals at Sea. - 

All Ships of War are to bear their Admirals 
Colours, and the Admirals own Ship bears a ſquare 
White Flag, upon her Main-Maſt, and a Lanthorn 
in his Poop. 

He has a Sovereign Command over the Seas of 
France, eſpecially over all that part of the Ocean, 
2nd of the Mediterranean, near the Coaſts of France, 
and oyer all the Ships of War, and Naval "_ 
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. The firſt Admiral that we read of was one Lehery, 
or according to ſame, one Rotland, under Charles 


. the Great, called by Eginard, Prefſeiius Maris. This 


Office was formerly held only by Commiſſion, and 

poſſeſi ir by Patent, as a ſtanding Of- 
fice, was Enguerrand, Sire, or Lord of Coucy, un- 
der Philip the Hardy, in 1273. though according to 
ſome others, it was not made a ſtanding Office, till 
the year 136g. under Charles the Fifth, and the 
firſt Admiral, according to that account, was Amaury 
Vicount of Narbon. 

There were ſeveral Admirals belonging to France, 
whilſt the Kings of France remained unpoſſeſt of 
many of the Maritime Provinces, for there were the 
Admirals of Normandy, Brittany, Guienne, and Pro- 
vence : the Admiral of Normandy, who was fince 
the Re-union, called the Admiral of France, Com- 
manded from Callis, to St. Michaels Mount ; He of 
Brittany from St. Michaels Mount to Raz; He of 
Guienne, from Rax to Bayonne 1 and he of Provence, 
from Perpignan, to the River of Gena : Abour this 
Admiralty of Provence there aroſe a great conteft 
in the laſt Kings time, between the Duke of Guiſe, 
who pretended to that Admiralty, and the Cardinal 


. of Richilieu, who put an end to the Diſpute, 


by prevailing with the King, totally to ſuppreſs the 
Office of Admiralty , and to Erc&t in of * 
another, under the Title of Great Maſter, Chief, and 
Super-Intendant General of the Navigation and 
Commerce of France, which he did by a Declara- 
tion in the Month of Fanuary, 1627. The faid 
Cardinal gave it afterward by his Will and Teſta- 
ment to the Son of the Marſhal az Br:!z6, Duke of 
Fronſac, who when he took the accuſtomed Oath 
for it in Parliament, in the year 1648. reaſſumed 
the . Title of Admiral, but he being killed at the 
Siege of Orbitello, this Office was exerciſed 1n the 
Name of the Queen Regent , under the Title of

ty, both ar the Supreme Court of Admiralty held 
at the Marble Table, and-ar the particular ones held 
in Picardy, Normandy, and Brittany. 

The King has at preſent, 150 Ships off War, and 
30 Gallies, beſides renders, &*c. The Royal: Docks 
for Building Ships in France, are only at Breft, Ro» 
chefort, and Touldn.

os bh E Kingdom of France being waſhed with 
rwo Seas, viz. on one fide with the Great O- 
cean, and on the other, towards the South, with 
the Mediterranean; upon this laſt are kepr the Gal- 
lies, a5 a more proper Shipping for that Sea, whoſe 
Port and Harbour 1s Marſti'les, over which, there 
1s a Chief, called the General of the Gallies. 


The General of the Gallies 1s ſometimes _ 
t 
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the Admiral of the Levant, or Eft, as ſays the Sieur 
de la Popeliniere, who has compoſed a Book parti» 
cularly of rhe Admiral of France. 

The preſent General of the Gallies, is Lewis 
Viftor de Rochechonard de Mortemar, Duke de Vi- 
voxue, Marſhal of France , Governour of Champain, 
and late Viceroy in Sicily, during the Revolutions 
of Meſſina: He is as ſuch, ſtiled General of the 
Gallies, and Licutenant-General in the Seas, and 
Naval Armies of the Levant, he was ſworn General 
of the Gallies in the Month of December, 1669. His 
Son the Duke of Mortemar, Married a Daughter of 
the late M. Colbert, Miniſter of State, has the Re- 
verfion of his Fathers Place, and in the year, 1681. 
Commanded alone himſelf the Gallies of France. 

Charles the Ninth, by an Order of the 6th of 4- 
pril, 1562. Verified the 8th of Fune, 1563. Decla- 
red Meſſire Rene of Lorrain, General of the Gallies, 
as well in the Levant, as in the Weſtern Seas, ma- 
king him Chief General of all his Gallies, Galiors, 
Fregats, Fufts and Brigantins; and giving him 
Command over all' Veſſels and Ships, whether long 
or round, and authoriſing him to cauſe due obedi- 
ence to be given him by all manner of ways, and in

The Lieutenant-General of the Gallies , is the 
Chevalier de Noailles, Knight "of the Order of Sr, 
Fohn of Feruſalem, &c.

T E Chancellour is the Head-Officer of Juſtice, 
and of the Kings Councels, and into his hands 
he has wholly depoſited it, that he may diftribure 
and diſpence it as grave ro all his SubjeRs, with 
the ſame Power and Authority as he might do him- 
ſelf in Perſon : for this reaſon the Seals of France 
are committed to his Cuſtody, which he makes uſe 
of in the Adminiſtration. of ſuſtice, and in confer- 
ring of Gifts, Graces and —* pany as he thinks moſt 
reaſonable for the good of the State. He preſides in 
the Kings Councels. *'Tis he that on all occaſions 
declares che Kings Pleaſure z and when his Najeſty 
s tO Parliament, to fir on his Bed or Throne of 
ſudgment, he fits before his Majeſty on his left 
He wears a Robe of red Velvet lined with 
Scarlet Sattin; and at publick Ceremonies, a Cap 
faſhioned like a Mortar, covered with gold , and 
adorned with Pearls and precious Stones : Before 
him march the Uſhers of the Chancellery, carrying 
on their Shoulders Maces of guilt Silver, and the 
reſt of the Uſhers afrer them. Eee 
The preſent Chancellour 1s M. Lewis de Bouche- 
rat, Knight, Lord of Compans, and other places, 
who after having Officiated the Places of CorreQor

— E Grand Council, being at its Original, or 
_ firſt Inſtirurion, the only Councils of the Kings 
of France, the Princes of the Blood, Officers of the 
Crown , and chief Preſidents of the ſuperjour 
Courts, uſed to ſtile themſelves Councellours of ir. 
Afterwards the Title of Counce!lour to the King in 
his Councils, was taken up inſtead of it, as ſoon as 
a plurality of Councils was ere&ed. The Grand 
Council was reduced by Charles the Eighth, to 19 
Councellours, and one ProQor-General , and ſince 
augmenred by Lewis the Twelfth, with three 
Councellours, to make up the number of twenty, 
and that ſerved by the half ycar ; fince that, the 
Advocates-General, and the Prefidents were added 
thereto, and the number of Counceilours augmen- 
ted from time to time, by new Creations, inſo- 
much, that at preſent, this Company 1s compoſed 
of eight Preſidents, ſerving by turns, four each haif

The Juriſd1&1on of the Grand Council extends 
throughout all the whole Monarchy and Dominions 
of the King, Ar its firſt beginning, it had power 
to judge of Appeals from, and of the Regulations 
of Judges, and of the nullities and contrarietics of 
Sentences ; of which Regulations of Judges, and 
contrarieties of Sentences, ir ſtill rakes Cogniſance 
as alſo of the JuriſdiRion of Preſjdials, and of the 
Provoſts of the Merchants, and of whatſoever de- 
pends thereon, concerning the Honour, Funion, 


. and Regulation of their Offices. It alſo takes Cog- 


niſance of all matters concerning Confiſtorial Bene- 
fices, Archbiſhopricks , Biſhopricks, Abbies, and 
Conventual Priories, and in general, of all other 
Benefices, that are at the Kings Nomination, Pre- 
ſentation, Collation, or other Diſpoſal whatſoever, 
as well in reſpe& of the Title to them, as of the 
Penſions charged on their Revenues, excepting the 
Regal Right, or Due. It allo takes Cogniiance of 


the Duties belonging to the King from Cathedral 


and Collegiate Churches, upon the account of his 
joyful arrival to the Crown, and of thoſe due from 
Archbiſhops and Biſhops, when at their Inſtalments 
and Conſecrations they. ſwear Fidelity to the King ;

In all times, there has been a Royal Uſher 
bearing a Mace, that uſed to execute the Kings 
Orders: This Officer was Created and made a 
ſtanding Officer , under the. Title of Uſher in 
Ordinary in the Chancery of France, in the 
Month of December, in the year 1473- to wait on 
the Perſon of the Chancellour, and Execute his Or- 
ders, as likewiſe, the Sentences and Ordinances of 
the Council, and of the ſuperiour Courts: He was 
then the ſole Uſher of the Council, the Grand Coun- 
cil, and the Court of Chancery, being then the on- 
ly Council the King had ; he was afterward made 
ff Uſher of the Grahd Council: In 1597. there 
was Created another Uſher in Ordinary to the Kin 
in- the Great Chancery of France, and in the Mont 
of March 1655. two more, with the ſame qualji- 
ties, Honours, Rights, Powers, Fun&1ons and Pri- 
viledges as the old one. Theſe * four Officers, at 
great *and ſolemn Ceremonies, are to wear Robes 
of Violet-Crimſon Velvet, with double hanging 
Sleeves ; and in their Ordinary Service, Black Vel- 
vet Gowns, with a Bonnet, or Cap of the ſame, 
and a golden Chain about their Necks, adorned 
with golden Flowey-deluces- They carry the four 
Maces next before the Chancellour. They are to 
be always attending in his Palace to receive his Or- 
ders; and on _— days they meet in his Cham- 
ber, to accompany him, when he goes to the Seal- 
ing room, they march before with their golden 
Chains on, and the Wax-Chafer jn the m1dſt of 
them, carrying the Trunk where the Seals are laid 
up, into the Hall, where the Table for that purpoſe 
is made ready; and as ſoon as the Chancellour is 
ſeated 1n the Sealing-Hall, they are to ſhut the Door, 
and to ſuffer none to come in but. thoſe Officers thac 
arc Priviledged ſo ro do. They Command Silence 
in

in the ſaid Hall, and when the Sealing is over, Con- 
du& the Chancellour back again into his Chamber 
with the ſame Order. 

And becauſe they were antiently the firſt Uſhers 

of the Council, that always, uſed to execute all Or- 
ders from the King, and Sentences and Expeditions 
of the Council, as well whilſt attending the Court, 
as in the Provinces and Superjour Courts, they ſtill 
hold Society, and keep one common Purſe with the 
now Uſhers of the Council, for and of all Fees for 
ſhgnification and other Executions of the Kings 
and Chancellours Orders. Their Places are in the 
gifr of the Chancellour, and pay him an annual 
Duty. *' 
There is one Harbinger of the Chancery of 
France, who is put in by the Great Audiencers and 
Comprrollers-General of the Chancery, and pays - 
them an annual Duty. 

He is to go one of the foremoſt with the Mar- 
ſhals of the Logyngs of France, when the Chan-, 
cellour follows the Court, and takes his Depart» 
ments or. Lodgings from the Marſhals of the Lodg- 
ings of Fraxce, which afterward he diſtributes and 
ſhares out among the Great Audicncers, Comptrol- 
lers-General, and other Officers of the Great Chan- 
cery : He has a right or ſhare diſtribution of Fees 
in the Scaling-Office, but he meddles not with Lodg- 
ing the Council. 

There are two Trunk-Carriers in the Chancery 
of France, that ſerve by the half year; who are 
put in by the Great Audiencers, and Comprrollers 
General of the ſaid Chancery, and pay them an 
annual Duty. Their Fun&ion is, to go, and take, 
and receive the Chancellours Order, what day he 
pleaſes to pitch on for a Scaling day, and to give 
notice of it to the Great Audiencer, the Comprtrol- 
ter-General , and other Officers, whoſe preſence is 
neceſlary in the Sealing-Office.

The FunRion of this Officer, is to take care on 
Sealing-Days, to heat the Water to ſofren the Wax, 
which he tempers and works behind the Wax-Cha- 
fer,and rhen lays it in birs before _—_—— for 
a Seal. As a neceſſary Officer, he has his Lodging 
at the Court, and ar the Chancellours, when he fol- 
lows him. He has a ſhare in the difſiributton of 
Fees at the Sealing-Office, . 

There is one Meſſenger of the Great Chancery, 
whoſe particular care 1t 1s to go to the Regiſter 
Office of the Grand Council, and rake out the Sen- 
tences or Decrees that are to be ſcaled in Chancery. 
He then carries them to the Scal-Office, takes them 
out when Scaled, and returns them into the Proftors 
hands, who give him ſomething for his pains. In 
rime of any Court-Fournies, of Voyages. He has 
privitedge ro come and go, to and from Court, and 
ro carry all forts of Letters and Packets: He is pur 
2n by a Patent from the King. 

All theſe Officers of the Great Chancery, enjoy 
the ſame Privitedges as the Kings Secretaries, and 
thoſe that are tabled in his Majeſties Houſhold, ac- 
cording to a Declaration, and Lift, or Account of 
them verified jn the Court of 4ids at Pars.

Remarks concerning the Governours of 
Provinces. 


The Governours: and Licutenants for the King in - 
the Provinces, are what the Dukes: were formerly, 
and the -Governours of .Towns, what the Earls or 
Counts were, , Under eyery Duke there were twelve - 
Counts, arid over all the Dukes, there was one that - 
was ſtled Duke of the Dukes, or Duke of France, 
who was.the Mayor of the Palace ; The ſaid Quali- 

ries 
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ties of Dukes and Counts became Hereditary under 

Hugh Capet, who having made himſelf King, every 

one of the other Grear Men would needs make him- 

ſelf Maſter and: Proprietour of the- Government of 
which he was in Poſſeſſion. Hugh Capet to have 

their good will, winked at this Uſurpation, bur yer 

being nor _—_y on, the other fide, that the Royal 

Authority ſhould remain always Clouded, he _

The Governours and Lieutenants for the King, 
in the Provinces, have under them the Governours 
of Towns, as the Dukes had the Counts 3 but with 
this difference, that the number of Governours of 
Towns that are under eactr Governour of a Province, 
is not determined, one Province having more 
Towns, and another fewer. The Power of the Go- 
vernours and Licutenants-General of Provinces, is al- 
together like that of the ancient Dukes and Counts 3

zd Sentences, has acqured {o great a Reputation 
among all Nations, that Popes, Empcrours, Kings,

ſcen by ſeveral Examples 1n Hiſtory, and amon 
others, by thar of the Emperour Frederich, wit 
Pope Innocent the Fourth, and of the King of Caſtile 
with the King of Portugal. ;

The Chief Re- 
corder, or Regiſirer, a Scarlet Robe, with irs Epj- 
toge, or ſmall Cloak; and the Regiſter or Recor 
of the Preſentations, and the four Notaries and Sc- 
cretaries of the Court, wear alſo Scarlet Robes; and.

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Formerly, All the Biſhops of France had ordina- 
rily Place and Voice in Parliament : They flill uſe 
the Title of Councellours to the King in his Coun- 
cils. 'The Archbiſhop of Pars, and the Abbor of 


, St. Denis in France, are Counſellers by their Places 


in this Parliament, where they place in ordinary, 
and a deliberative Voice. Four of the Maſters of 
Requeſts: have likewiſe the ſame Priviledge, as alfo 
the Honorary Counſellours of this Parliament. 

The Parltament of Paris has this particular pre- 
eminence above the reſt, that ir alone is called, the 
Court of the Peers, where the Dukes and Peers of 
France ought to be ſworn, and where they are to 
be judged too, when they are impeachr of any 
Crime; And though in the Jaſt Reign it was ſeen, 
that de fatto, the Marſhal de Marillac was Judged 
by Delegated Commiſſaries, and the Duke of Mont- 
morency, by the Parliament of Toxlouge, the Parlia- 


ment of Parz pretends, That theſe two Acts were 


done againſt their Priviledges. 

Secondly, The Counſellers of the Parliament of 
Paris, pretend a Priviledge to fit in all the other 
Parliaments, without allowing the ſame Priviledge 
reciprocally ro the Counſellers of the other Parlia- 
ments, in the Parliamenr of Pays; yer it 1s tobe 
remarked, That the Priviledge of firring in the Par- 


'liament of Pars was granted to the Counſellers of 


the Parliament of Toulouze, by an Ordinance of 
Charles the Seventh, in the year 1454- which the 
Parliament of Paris refuſed to verific z whereupon, 
the Parlament of Touloxze made a Decree in the 
year 1455. by which they Ordained, That the 
Counfllers of the Parliament of Parz, ſhould have 
no Admitrance into the Parliament of Touloxxe, till 

had obey'd the abovcſaid Ordinance, made in 
their Favour : Thirdly, The other Parliaments, nor 
having that extent of Juriſdifion as the Parliament 
of Pars, have but one Chamber of Inqueſts, the ' 
Parliament of Touloxze but two, whereas the Parlia- 
ment of Paris has fix, X The 
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The Parliament of Paris opens every year: the 
next day after St. Martins Day, in this manner, 
The whole Body being in their Scarlet Robes, go 
£0 a ſolemn Maſs, Celebrated on thar, occaſion, 
the Great Hall of the Palace 3 after which, the Ad- 
vocates and Profors are (worn 1n the Grand Cham- 
ber, and the Biſhop that ſaid Maſs, has that day 
Place, and a deliberative Voice among them. The 
Parliament continues from that time till the 
3th of September, after which follows the Vacaci- 
-ons : During which Receſs' nevertheleſs, there fits 
a Chamber called the Chamber of the Vacations,

In the five Chambers of Inqueſts, a} Proceſſes,

The fourteen Prefidenrs of the Chambers of In-

Chamber, according to a Regulation of Parliament 
of the x/t of September, 1679.

Firſt, or.Chief ÞFrefident, ten other Preſi- 
dents, ſeventy Maſters of the Accounts, thirty Cor- 
reQors, and. ſeventy four Audirors, one Advocate, 

d one Proctor-General for the King, one Comp- 
nie a ple of the. Remains; two Chief Recor- 

; who .are, ſtiled the, Kings Secretaries; two 
Baok-Keepers;z one Chief Uſher, thirty other Uſh- 
ers twenty nine Proctors; one Commiſſioner for 
the Receirt of the Duties, called the Spices of the 
Accounts : , one Receiver of ſmall neceſſities of the 
Chamber; and three Reccivers and Payers of Wa- 
ges.. Vhe Preſidents, Maſters, Corre&ors, and Au- 
dixqurs, - are.of the Long Robe, if they kave raken 
any Degrees in Law, and of the ſhort Robe if not 
buc however, they have all uſed the Long Robe, 
ſince the Late Queens Entry into Paris, in 1660. 

Four of the Maſters of the Accounts are Secre- 
tartes. to the King, ſharing each a Purſe, in the Great 
or High Chancery of France. 

The Chief Preſident, and the three eldeſt Prefi- 
dents, that ſerve half-yearly, keep always in the 
Grand Office, and. the rwo laſt, that ſerve by the 
half year;. keep. the ſecond Office.

Aﬀairs, and the five other to look after the 
neſs of the Examination of the Accounts, - according 
to the Ordinance of the 6tb of Fexoby; 1319.

This Chamber has been in (o much eſtimation, 
that the moſt imporranc affairs of the State, of the 
Finances, or Revenues, and of Juſtice, were there 
debared 3' and thicther were cited che principal Of- 
ficers bf the Crown, aud of the. Parliament. And 
Patriarchs, . Archbſbops, aad Biſhops, Pri Con- 
ſtabley, -and. ocher great Perſons, uſed to fir In it : 
And in the year 14-7. It had the honour to have 
for_its Preſxdent, Famrs of Beyrbon, a Prince of 
the Bloud ; ſeveral; Kings have honoured je with:

The other Chambers of accounts are obliged to 
ſend every year to that of Par, duplicares of the.

Treaſurers of France are to receive. It Regiſters 
the Declarations of War, Treaties of Peace, Con- 
tras of Marriage of the Kings, and Children of 
France, with their Apanages, or Portions, all Re- 
unions, and Alienations of Crown Lands, Letrcrs of 
Nacuralization, and Amortiſing , Legitimations, 
Gifts, Penfjons, Gratuities, and generally all Let- 
rers of Grace or Pardon : And the Creations of 
Dutchies, Peerages, Principalities, Marquiſates, 
Counties,, Vicounties; Baronies, Chatellanjes, and 
Courts of High Juſtice, together with al! Letters of 
ennobling, and Confirmations and Reſtorations of 
Nobility; having the power nor only to paſs and 
verifie the gift of jt, bur to |1quidare, or diſcharge 
the Kings Finance, or Revenue, for the Indempnity 
thereby from the Kings Dues, as alſo, that of the 
Pariſhes in which rhe new ennobled perſons, were 
Taxable before the ſaid Letters; and for that rea- 
ſon, the Title of chejr Nobility, is and muſt ne- 
ceſſarily be eſtabliſhed by the verification of this 
Chamber.

All verifications are made here too, for the no-

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CHAFE XAXIY. 
Of the Court of Monies, or Coynage. 


WE the very firſt Race of our Kings, there 
were three Generals of the Monies of France, 
who were made Sedentary at ' Paris, at the ſame 
time as the Parliament. The like Offices were 
Created in the reign of Philip the Fair, and in ſome 
other Reigns, and annexed to the Chamber of Ac- 


counts, from theſe Generals of che Monies or Coins, 


as they are ſtiled, were ſeparated in the year 1358. 
They have judged, without Appeal, both in Civil 
and Criminal matters, within ther Juriſdiion, 
ever ſince the year 1551. under Hexry the G 
who gave them the Title of rhe Court of the Mo- 
nies, or Coinage. They take place in all Solemni- 
ries, next afrer the Court of Aids. 

Their Habits on ſolemn occaſions are theſe ; the 
Preſidents wear Black-Velver Robes, the Councel- 
lers, the Kings Advocates, and Profor-General, 
and the Chief Recorder, Black-Satin ones,. and the 
Chief, or firſt Uſher, one of Black Taffaty. 

This Court gives Audience on Wedneſdays and 
Saturdays t> the Advocates and Proftors of the 
Parliament ; and fits in a Room above the Cham-= 
ber of Accounts, from whence the Chief Prefident 


of ir, is reconduRted every day, by the Uſhers, as - 


far as the bottom of the great Stairs, before the 
lower Holy Chappel , as is the Chicf Preſident of 
the Chamber of Accounts. This Court Judges 
without Appeal, of all Cauſes relating ro Monies, 
Metals, Mines and Weights, and the Officers and 
Artificers employed therein 3 as alſo of all things 
thac concern the fabrick, title, currantneſs, _ 
: an 
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and policy, or regulation of all Monies or Coins ; 
and nah the Appeals made from the Judg- 
ments, or Sentences of the Chambers of the Monies, 
and of other Judges depending of K. 

There are two Preſidents, and ſeveral Counſellers, 
whoſe Offices are fixt, that go every year to viſit 
che Provinces. In this Court are kept, with great 
care, the Original Standard weights of France, from 
which are taken rhoſe of the ſeveral Towns of the 
Kingdom. One of the Councellers, who 1s at pre- 
ſent, M. Chaſſtbras du Breau, has been deputed and 
authoriſed ever ſince the you 1658. to look after 
the keeping a general Uniformity in all the Weights 
and marks of France; and accordingly, cauſes all 
publick weights, when they are conformable to the 
Kings Standard, to be markt with the Kings mark, 
which is a Flower-deluce; and that Gratis, and 
without exaCing any Fees. : 

The. preſent Chief Preſident of this Court, is Nj- 
cho'as Cotignon de Chauvry, Lord of Chaxvry,.and 
of Brexil, &c. 1 here are beſides, eight other Preſt- 
dents, twenty nine Councellers, two Advocates, and 
one Prodor-General, one Subſtitute, or Depury to 
the Proftor-General , who is likewiſe the Kings 
ProRor in the general Provoſtſhip of the Montes of 
France; and one other Sabſtitute, who 1s likewiſe 
an Aﬀeſſour in the general Provoſtſhip of the -Mo- 
nies, or Mint: One Recorder, or Regiſlirer in 
Chief, one Chicf Uſher, and ſeventeen other Uſh- 
ers; beſides which, there is a Provoſt-General of 
the Monies or Mint, and Marſhalſy of France, who 
takes place after the laſt Councellour, when he 
comes thither to bring the Criminal Proceſſes to be 
judged, that he has drawn up and taken informa- 
tion of. 

There are likewiſe ſeveral Lieutenants, and Ex- 
empts, 0-e Aſeſſour, ſome Regiſtrers, and fixty 
Archers, or Guards.

CHAP. XXXV. 
Of the Treaſurers of France. 


E Treaſurers General of Fraxce, whoſe Inſti- 
tution is almoſt as ancient as the Monarchy, 
were Ercged into generalities , about the year 
3450. which were eſtabliſhc in divers parts of the 
Kingdom, to judge of all matters relacing to the 
Crown Lands, and the Kings Revenues. They arc 
of the Body of the Sovereign Companies, or Courts, 
and injoy the ſame Priviledges as the Chamber of 
Accounts, in which they hare Place, ſitring; \ oiee, 
and opimon deliberative, or freedom of debating, 
as they have likewiſe in the Court of Aids, when 
they go thither about any imporcant affairs. They 
have likewiſe place and ſitting in the Parha- 
ment with the Councellours, when 12 i ne- 
cefſary for them ro go. thither for the Kings bu- 
fmeſd, or thar of the: publick, and are' Commil- 
faries by. their Places, of the Sovercipn Chambers: 
of the frank, or free' Fiefs, or Tenures, of the 
Crown'Lands, &e. They' are reckoned among: the 
Kings Domeſtick Officers, that are Commoners 1n his 


Houſhold, and enjoy all Privitedges as ſuch. And 
in that Quality they are ſworn to the King, by the | 


Ehanceflour , before they-. axe admitted to their 
Offices. They give out all. Orders concerning the 
Buildings and Reparations of all Koyal Houſes, of 
Palaces where Courts of Juſtice arc held of Prefidi- 
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as, —— , Seneſchalfies , *Provoſtſhips, and 
other Royal Juriſdiions, and of Bridges, Caufeys, 
Pavyements, and other publick works ; but the Pa- 
lace of the Lowvre, ' and ſome- other Royal Houſes, 
were diſmembred from their Office atid Care, when 
the Sitayr de Foxrey, Treafurer of France, at Paris, 
cauſed the Office of Super-intendant of the Build- 
ings to be Erc&ed, of which he got himſelf provi- 
ded'by Patent, ſelling his former place of Trea- 
furer of France. | | 
All Letters of ennobling, reſtorarion of Blood, 
Naturalization, Legitimation, Aubaine, or Grant 
of decraſed _—_ Goods or Eſtares; Difinherj: 
tance, Pre&ions of Lanids into Baronics, Marquifares, 
Countries and Dutchies; and all Letrers of Donation, 
Impoſt or Toll, Penſions, and other Letters con- 
cerning the Kings Crown-Lands, are to be addreſſed 
to them to be Reygrſtred in their Office.

They are great Secrs, or Surveyours, and have

vycys, particularly of that of Paris, as well for che 
all Entcrpriſes that 


all advances, jetrings out, incumbrances, and nui- 
ſances of High-ways, Views, or Profpe&ts, and pub- 
lick ways and paſſages; And all Letreys Patcnt for 
the removal, changing, and ſtopping up, cr inclo- 
ſing of High-ways, and the like matters, are ad- 
dreſſed to them, as ro whom the Cogni- 
ſance of the Cauſe belongs, and rhe parties therein 
coficerned, are cited, and plead before them, where 
Juſtice is rendred them without further A ppeal. 
There are twenty three Generalitics in the King- 
dom of France, and twenty three Treaſurers of 
France in every Office, the firit of which, is at Pa- 
ris, in the Palace near St. Michaels Chappel. Theſe 
Treaſurers meet on Mondays, Tuiſiays ,. Thurſ- 
days, and Fridays in the Morning; and every Sa- 
turday, the Commiſſioners for the Pavements, like- 
wiſe mect. In Vacation time they meet but twice 


a Week, viz. on Turſdgys and Fridays. 
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Theſe Treaſurers-General of Fraxce, and of the 
Finances, or Revenues, and Grands Scers, or Sur-

.The Officers of Chamber of the: Treaſury 
have anot}:er Chamber beſides, in the Office of the 
Treaſurers of France, where they aſſemble ſome- 
times The Treaſurers of France are the Prefi- 
dents of this Chamber of the Treaſury, or when 
they think good, they go and preſide at the Audl- 
ences and Proceſſes, or Suits managed in Writing : 
And thoſe of Paris give Law to the Councellers of 
the Treaſury, when they preſent themſelves for Ad- 
miſfion ; and ſome among them, on ſet days, for 
that purpoſe, go and examine them, and after- 
wards admit them. - 

Their Days of Audience, are Weanrſdays and S4- 
turdays, at which times, the Advocatcs and Pro- 
Rors of the Parljament go thither to plead. 

The Officers of the Chamber of the Treaſury, 
are, one Licutenant-General, who is both for _ 
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and Criminal matters, and a particular Lieutenant,

The Sword-Officers of this Company, Mount the 
Guard, and do ſcrvice about the perſon of the eld- 
eſt Marſhal of France, as Repreſenting rhe Conſta- 
ble. They arc appointed for the Guard, and 
keeping in Cuſtody, perſons of Quality, Gentlemen 
and Offizers, that have quarrels one with another ; 
And the Provoſt of the Conſtablry afhits with the 
eldeſt Marſhal of Francs, at ali Aſſcmblies held up- 
on occaſion of ſuch quarrels. 

The Guards wear Hoquetons, or Short-Coats, 
wrought with Maſſje-Silver upon. a blue ground ; 
and for cheir Device, the firſt Letter of the Kings 
Name being a Crowned L between two Right 
Hands, Armed with Gantlets fet with Flower-deluces 
coming out of a Cloud, and holding each a naked 
Sword, with the point upwards, with theſe words 
about it, Non ſine Numine, 4. e. not without a Deity, 
or Divine Power, which kind of Sword is called 
the Sword of the Conſtablrie. 

Theſe Officers are of the Body of the Gerd" ar- 
merie, or Mcn at Arms, and have been hitherto 
maintain'd in the quality and priviledges of Com- 
moners of the Kings Kouſhold : The laſt Lerters to 
this effeR, bear date the 224 of February, 1653.

A® ſoon as rhe ſumm his Majcſty is pleaſed to 


impoſe on his people, 1s reſolved on in his * 


Royal-Council, Commiſſions are ſent to the Trea- 
ſurers-General of France, eſtabliſhr in the Offices of 
the ſeveral Generalities : Which Commiſſjons-en- 
join the ſaid Treaſurers General, to divide the fumm 
which they are Commanded to levy upon the Ele- 
Rions, within the extent of their reſpeRive Gene- 
ralities, into as juſt ahd equal proportions as they 
poſſibly can; which done, they ſend them to the

The Taxes are paid only by thoſe of the third 
Eſtate of the Kingdom, that is to ſay, by the In- 
habirants called Roturrers, who are no Gen- 
tlemen, dwelling in Town not Free, and in Bo- 
roughs and Villages, according to the proportion 
of Goods they have that are Taxable, of what na- 
rure focever they be, and in what place ſocver ſei- 
ruate, except in Languedoc, where only Lands and 
immovable Goods arc taxable , ſo that the Roturi- 
ers, or Peaſants, pay nothing for the noble Fiefs, or 
Lands they hold there in Knights Fee, bur on the 
contrary, the Gentlemen pay for the Lands they 
hold in Villenage there , becauſe the Taxes there

bels, Tenths, and other Impoſitjons. 


CHA P. XL VI.

thoſe Provinces, for that reaſon are called the Coun- 
tries of free Salt: The Town of Callice, and the 
Reconquer'd Countries, when they came from under 
the Dominion of the Engliſh, to return to the Obe- 
dience of the French Monarchs , demanded |1ke- 
mo the ſame priviledge of having their Sat 
rce. 

There are three Parties, or Diviſions for the 
Gabrls, tiz. 1. That of the Country of Lyons, or 
Langatdoc. 2, That of the Dauphinate, and Pro- 
vence, And 3. That of the reſt of France, which 
is called the Grand Party. The Farmers of the 
Gabels are obliged to buy all the Salt at the Salr-Fits, * 
at 4 certain price, to pay there the Kings Duties, 
and to convey it at their own Charges, Perils, and 
Fortunes, to the Granaries eſtabiſhed by the King, 
where they are to dcliver out the Salt to the Peo- - 
ple, by a Commiſſioner for that purpoſe. 

There are ccrtain Officers eſtabliſhed over the ſe- 
veral Granaries, which are, One Prefident, two 
Granateers, or Granary-Keepers, three Comptrol- 
lers, and one Advocare, and one Proftor for the 
King, who iſſue Proceſs out againſt ſuch as make 
bad Salt, and judge of the goodneſs of the Salt, and 
of the quantity requifite for the exrent of their Ju- 
riſdiion , look after the Weights and Meaſures, 
and take care it be not ſold above the Kings ſet 
price. - The Salt is diſtributed two ways, viz. By 
way of Impoſition, or voluntarily, according to the 
diſcretion and will of the Buyers. They that In- 
habit within the extent of the Granaries of Impoſt, 
which are fixed in the Frontier Parts of the King- 
dom, or that live near the Countries, that have 
the priviledge of free Salt, from whence Salt may 
be eafily brought ro them, are obliged to take every 
year, a certain quantity of Salr, proportionable 
ro their Family, but at the voluntary Grana- 
ries, every one takes but what he pleaſes; And 
fo you ſee, that the Gavel is perſonal at the Gra»

Heology has always flourithed in this Univerſity, 

F ever fince irs ficft Inſtirurion, but it has been 
more eſpecially m recommendation fince the time 
of Peter Lombard, Bifhop of Paris, that died in 
1154. who is commonly called, the Maſter of che 
Sentences, bectuſe he compoſed a Book of them. 
| Ir flouriſhed. much roo here in the time of St. Tho- 
mas Aquinas, about the year 1265. who —_—_— 
a dUln- 
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a Summary of Divinity, and ſeveral other works; 
and now in Vogue and Reputation more than ever. 
Although they have priviledge to reach Divinity in 
other Univerſities ,. yet there are no where more 
Renowned Schools for that Faculty , than in the 
Colledges of the Sorbonne and Navarre, The great- 
eſt part of the Doors have not fixed in any Houle, 
or Colledge, yet there are many of the Houſe and 
Sociery of Sorbonne, and many of the Houſe 6f 
Navarre: Bur thoſe thar only cake their Degrees 
there, are only DoRors of the Sorbonne, or. of Na- 
varre, and nor of the Houle. 

There are ſome likewiſe, that have only the pri- 
viledge to claim Hoſpitality in the Houſe of the 
Sorbonne, who are called cither Sorbonici Hoſpites, 
Sorbon-Gueſts, or & familia Sorbonica, of the Fa- 
mily of Sorboxne, but not Socii, Fcllows of the So- 
ciety of Sorbonne. 

As the Houſe of the Sorbon, founded in 1254. in 
the time of Sr. Lewis, by one Robert de Sorbonne, 


is the moſt famous in its kind, for perſons of moſt. 


Eminent Learning and Vertue that compoſe its So- 
ciety ; the Beaury of its magnificent Building adds 
a Luſter to ir. The admirable Structure of its 
Grand Halls where Aqts are kept, and Lectures 
Read, as well as thir of the whoſe Body of the 
Houſe, but more pans Spe is Church, in which 
there is a Dome of a wy extraotdinary and lofty 
heighr, ſufficiently ſer forth the Magnificence of the 
late Cardinal Duke of Riche/ieu, who has immorta- 
lifed himſelf by this work, and made of it as 'twere 
a Temple, Dedicated ro his Memory. 'He lics there 
Buricd, having been Proviſour 'of the ſaid Houſe, 
The Provifour, 'both of the Houſe of Sorbonue, and

N ancient tinge, all Churchmen and Councellers 

were Commanded to inſtru themſelves well in 

the Canonical Conſticutions, for fear they ſhould 
jgnorantly offend againſt any of them. 

The Schools called the Decretal Schools, where 
at the preſent the Canon Law 1s taught, ayd of late 
time, the Civil Law too, are in the Street called, 
la Rut de ping eps de Beauvan. ; 

There are ſ1x Regents that read publick LeRures, 
viz. Three on Mornings, and three 1n the After- 
noons. 

The preſent King has newly ſet up a Chair for the 
reaching of che French, or Municipal Law at Paris, 
in the Colledge of the three Nations : Mr. Launay, 
one of the ancient Advocates is the LeRurer, ha- 
ving ſworn by the Chancellour, in the Month of 
Notember, 1630. 

At Bourdeaux there is likewiſe another Profcſſour 
of the French Law, eſtabliſhed in the Month of 
Zuly, 1681. And there 1s another at Cahors.

3- Of the Faculty of Phyſick. 
T7 E third Faculty is that of Phyfick, which is 


as ancient as the Inſtitution of the Univerſity. 


Sevcral emin:nt Perſcns have made this Science 
flouriſh 
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flouriſh in this Univerſity fince its Inſtitution, and 
among others, rhe Learned Fernelius, Chief Fhyſt- 
cian to King Henry the Second. 

The Phyſick Schools are in the Rue de la Buche- 
rie, where they have been ever ſince the year 1469. 
and in the year 1608. a Great Anatomical Theatre 
was Ereced there. 

There is beſides, one Demonſtratour, and Ope- 
ratour of the interiour parts of Plants, and of all 


_ other Medicines, and of Chyrurgical Operations, at 


the Kings Phyfick-Garden at Paris, who 15 7oſtjh 
du Verney , Phyfictan of the Academy of Sct- 
ENCES. 


CHAP. LIE. 


4. Of the Faculty of Arts, of the ReFor, 


and of the four Nations. 


H E Faculty of Arts is the Mother of all the 
T Reſt, and for which Schools were firſtFounded. 
The Head of the whole Univerſity, who 1s called 
the ReRor, is always choſen out of this Body, and 
never .out of the other Faculties : This ReQor 
has ſo great a power over the other Faculties, that 
ke can make them ceaſe all publick Aﬀts and Le- 
Qures ; and on the days he makes his ſolemn Pro- 
ceſſions, which is four times a year, he forbids the 
Preachers to go up into the Pulpit. For theſe ſolemn 
Procefſions, all the Faculties aſſemble in the Matu- 
rins Convent , in the Rue St. Faques, and from 
thence march in order, to the Church appointed 
by the Recor, who js accompanied thither by the 
Doctors of the three ſupertour Faculties, by the 
Maſters of Arts, and a great number of Religious 
Men, He being the Head of that Univerſity, which 
Re Z tic 
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the Kings of France treat as their Eldeſt Daughter, 
as it Ce” rakes place of all ſorts of Perſons, 
excepting the Princes of the Blood , and ought ac 
publick A&s in his Univerſity, rake place of the 
Popes Nuntio, of Ambaſſadours, Cardinals, and the 
[Dukes and Peefs of France, Art the Funcral Obſc- 
.quies of Kings, he marches fide by ſide in an c<qual 
Rank with the Archbiſhop of Paris. 

Whilſt he injoys this Dignity, he wears a Violet- 
Coloured Girdle, the trimming of his Gloves is alſo 
of Violet-Colour. His ſolemn Hahit is a Violet-Co- 
loured Gown, with a filk Girdle of the Game Co- 
Jour , with golden Taflels, ar the' end of which 
hangs a Purſe of Violet-Coloured Velyer, called an 
Eſcarcele, trimmed with gold Buttons and GaJoon. 
He wears over his Gown a little Mantle of white 
Ermine, which. reaches down, round about, half 
way his Arms. } 

This Dignity is Ele&ive, and laſts but three 
Montlis, unleſs it be thought convenient{as ſomerimes 
it happens) co continue ir ro one Perſon, two or 
three times together. 

The Faculty of Arts is divided into four Nations, 
which are, 1. The Nation of France. 2. The Na- 
tion of Picardie. 3. The Nation of Normandy. And 
4- The Nation of Germany. The Titles, or Epj- 
theres , aſſumed by theſe ſeveral Nations, when 
their ProQor ſpeaks for them in publick Aſſemblies, 
are, I. Honoranda Gallorum Natio, the Honourable 
Nation of the French. 2. Fide/zſima Picardorum 
Natio, the moſt Loyal, or Faithful Nation of the 
Picards. 3. Vengranda Narmannorum Natio, the 
Venerable Nation of the Normans.

Preceptors, or Tutors beſides to help themy in their 
Exerciſes. There are maintain'd in theſe Colledges 
roo ſome few Foundation Scholars called Bourſiers, 
or Burſcrs , but the Colledges ſubfiſt moſt by Pen- 
fhoners, or Borders ; and 1t 1s free for any of what 
Nation ſoever to lie any where in the Town, and 
yet go and learn in the Claſſes, and hear Leures, 
upon doing which, they [have as much priviledge 
ro take their Degrees, as thoſe that reſide 1n Col-
